in memory of 
GENERIC thrash

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Most people who grew up in the punk scene in the 
80's have harrowing tales of battling nazi skinheads in 
the streets and even the paltry little scene in my 
hometown had these time tested battles with the 
skinheads. Our little scene always had skinheads but 
mostly they were harmless kids wearing the flight 
jacket/Doc Marten's uniform just to fit in. They had 
girlfriends that were named after Civil War battles like 
"Shiloh," carried around canes and basically acted like 
third-rate droogs. There were maybe a handful at best 
and they made for a piss poor group of fucked up kids, let 
alone a formidable gang the punks had to worry about. 

Our scene had its hey-day in the late 80's. The scene 
was blowing up. Tons of bands had formed. Inspired by 
Gilman St., the kids took self-control of the scene and 
rented halls, churches and threw parties every weekend. 
The old school was meeting the new school and bonds 
were formed, alliances strengthened and cooperation in 
the scene was as high as I've seen ever since. That was 
until the local skinheads ventured outside of our scene 
and met out of town skinhead gangs. 

It didn't take long for these skinheads to start 
recruiting the locals. They began coming into town to our 
shows, from as far away as Texas, and started a reign of 
terror that escalated from mere gig violence into street 
attacks and intimidation. The small pack of local skins 
were instantly caught up in the fury. Many joined the 
Texas Nazis, closed ranks, and it became more and more 
evident that a war was coming. 

At one specific show the war heated up to near 
devastating levels. The skins had been causing trouble all 
over the place: punk houses were scenes of fights and 
gigs were getting increasingly violent. Maybe we were 
naive but we thought it would help matters if we just 
barred the skins from entering the hall. This backfired as 
the skins sat out front harassing the punks and trying to 
start fights. Tension was high and luckily the police were 
patrolling the punk gigs by now so the Nazis had to back 
down. It didn't settle our nerves at all to see the cops 
mingling with the skins in front of the gig, laughing it up 
at all the "freaks." 

A few weeks later we had Operation Ivy up to play at 


one of the few legitimate nightclubs that 
had punk gigs. This was going to be the first 
show of a new scene collective set up to 
bring all ages shows to our area and, 
hopefully, to benefit our efforts to open our 
own Gilman-like venue. The show went off 
pretty well, with a diverse bill and lots of 
fun. Afterwards we had Op IV over to The 
Temple, a punk house where I lived and 
home to Capitalist Casualties and friends, 
and the scene of most after-show parties. 
We were chilling out in the back room when 
I decided to change the tape in the stereo. I 
walked out into the living room and no less 
than 13 skinheads had rooted down, taking 
up every seat in the living room. I was kind 
of in a helpless situation, waiting for the 
show-goers to arrive to the party and me 
and my roommate left with a house of 
skinheads, looking gnarly. Not breaking 
stride I walked over to the stereo and put 
on Public Enemy. That pissed them off and 
actually got a few to get up and leave the 
house. I stood outside waiting for back-up. 
Luckily we lived across the road from a 
house of drug dealing bikers who helped me 
scatter the skins out of the yard. Tensions 
once again rose as one of the bikers 
threatened violence but the Texas skins and 
their recruits decided to back off as 
carloads of punks pulled up. They shouted 
threats at us as they walked off. It was only 
a matter of time before the final bloodbath 
was to occur and many were scared to say 
the least. 

Thanks to the success of that show, the 
collective began weekly meetings to plan 
upcoming events. It took only a matter of 
time before the skinhead problem was 
brought up. The boys (hell, I was the second 
oldest at 19) spoke up often about arming 
ourselves with bats, pipes, knives etc. It was 
starting to sound like a war rally when 
finally Jessica spoke up. She was one of the 
few gals girls involved in the collective (and 
yes, she was a girl, 16 years old), the other 
two gals were her friends, Michelle and Jen, 
and they had been eager to help from the 
start by supplying meals for the bands we 
would host. They were rad punk girls that 
went to Catholic school and wore leather 
jackets along with their plaid school skirts. 
They were new to punk but wanted to be 
involved in any way. 

She said that her and the gals would 
like to try to negotiate with the skinheads. 
We thought this was ludicrous!! Lots of guys 
said things like, "Let us handle it," and "We 
have to fight, that's what will teach them," 
along other negative responses. Jessica sat 
there and just listened quietly. She didn't 
speak another word the rest of the day but I 
could tell her mind was working on her 
plan. 

The next week we had a meeting called 
to discuss new security measures to deal 
with the skinheads. The gals showed up late 
but before we launched into our manly war 
plans they said, simply, "It's taken care of." 


We found this really hard to believe!! Jessica went 
on to explain the situation. 

Apparently, Michelle grew up with Slug, the 
main skinhead local who had developed the 
relationship with the Texas dumbfucks, and he 
also went to the boys' Catholic school in town. 
That was weird enough but it got stranger. Jessica 
spelled out how Michelle, Jen and herself walked 
over to Slug's house and told them to stop starting 
shit. What we all didn't know was that Slug and 
Michelle had a mutual attraction dating back to 
grade school. Neither ever fulfilled that attraction 
but the fact was that a good friend still will listen 
to a good friend, even if they are on opposite sides 
of the fence. The girls didn’t plead, but stated 
their case. They made Slug realize that the Texans 
were fucking everything up. They made Slug 
realize he was a nice guy who never had any beef 
with the punks until these Nazis showed up. They 
played to his respect and pride. In other words, 
they worked him until he gave in. It worked. 

Slug called a meeting of the local skins and 
though one or two idiots decided to join the Texan 
skinhead gang from out of town, the majority 
agreed with Slug. The next show went off without 
a hitch. I do not recall one band that played that 
gig but I do have one clear remembrance of the 
show: that of Slug and Michelle holding hands, 
him wearing a preppy Izod shirt and her in her 
leather jacket and plaid skirt, finally together. 

The shows went on until our little collective 
dissipated as so many do in the punk scene. The 
local skins lasted maybe another year at the most 
but caused no trouble, then they dissolved into 
nothing and there hasn't been a skinhead uprising 
since. 

I'm not sure what this has to do with this 
special issue about the women in our hardcore 
punk scene but I think it is time these girls, and so 
many others, get the credit and the respect they 
deserve. 



I've always been the only girl. I know that's a 
horrendously general blanket statement, but allow 
me to explain here. Ever since I can remember, 
I've felt like I fit in better with the boys. I was a 
tomboy for most of elementary school; I even 
remember wanting to change my middle name to 
"Cat Ax" (don't ask) in third grade because I 
thought Alexandra was too girly. But I'm not 
saying I didn't have girl friends too. I had friends 
of both sexes; it just always seemed to me like I 
got along better with the boys, and this feeling 
only increased when I reached high school. There, 









the girls were far worse than I had ever imagined in 
middle school-it seemed like all they cared about was 
their appearance. If an issue didn't concern their 
designer jeans or $50 shampoo, they didn't want to hear 
about it. Of course, considering the fact that I go to a 
fancy-pants rich kid private school, the boys weren't 
much better, but I managed to find a small group of guys 
that I felt some kind of affinity with. Some of them were 
punks of various sorts, others were just weird kids like 
me that seemed to not quite fit in anywhere else. We 
became fast friends, somewhat out of necessity, and a 
clique was born. 

Okay, imagine me as a ninth-grader, having just 
come out of nine consecutive years at a tiny suburban 
private school. My social sphere barely extended outside 
the tightly-knit group of ten or so friends I had made 
over those nine years, and I hardly knew anyone besides 
the 70 kids in my graduating class. My circle of close 
friends were a lot like me, but still very individual-we all 
had fairly similar tastes and we got along well with each 
other without turning into carbon copies, as many 
preadolescents are wont to do. None of these close 
friends were attending the high school I had enrolled in, 
so of course I was extremely anxious about making new 
ones. On the first day of school, I immediately realized I 
was going to have a harder time than I had imagined. I 
had just turned fourteen that summer, and I had long, 
bright fuchsia hair. I was loud, weird, and probably 
obnoxious. And I was still, embarrassingly enough, 
deeply involved in my regrettable nti-metal phase. I even 
had the Korn posters on my walls to prove it. So when I 
walked into the auditorium that first day and was 
swallowed up in a veritable sea of Abercrombie, I 
realized that fitting in with these girls wasn't really an 
option. So I turned to the boys, and that's where I found 
my friends. 

That ninth grade year was pretty good, I guess. As I 
got more and more into punk, I found myself hanging 
out with a more predominantly male crowd. In fact, 
there were plenty of times where I'd be hanging out 
with a random group of friends and suddenly stop to 
realize that I was the only girl present. That always 
made me feel a little uneasy, but at the same time, I sort 
of liked it. I liked my new guy friends a lot more than I 
liked the girls from my school, which at the time were 
still my only female peers in my eyes. I did have a couple 
close girlfriends, but there were still many occasions on 
which I was left the only girl in a sea of testosterone. At 
times it made me angry, but I learned to deal with it, 
and eventually began to see it as something humorous, 
to be pointed out and laughed at. I guess, looking back, I 
kind of er\joyed it in a fucked-up way. Maybe I thought I 
was proving something to the girls from my school who 
treated me like I was weird, like I didn't belong. Maybe I 
was getting satisfaction from proving them wrong, 
showing them that I did, in fact, fit in very nicely with a 
group of friends who were much cooler than they were 
(although considerably less olfactorily appealing). 
Maybe I just liked the attention. For whatever reason, it 
worked for me, and I spent those two years relatively 
happy with my life, my friends, and the arrangement I 
seemed to have created for myself. 

Now fast forward. The year is 2002, and 11th grade 
finds me very much changed, with KYLESA and HARUM 
SCARUM posters replacing the old wall decorations, and 
a punk-as-fuck haircut serving as a reminder of a punk- 
as-fuck summer. However, one thing remains the same: I 
still believe that I really don't like girls. The past two 


years of high school have turned me firmly against 
my own sex. The way the girls at my school act 
have made me vehemently denounce the female 
gender as a whole '(yet another gross 
generalization-I guess some things don't change, 
right?). I actually do remember claiming "I don't 
like girls" on more than one occasion. Of course, I 
still had a few very close girlfriends, so this 
couldn't be true, but as a whole, I stood by my 
statement. The girls at my school represented 
everything I hated: gossipy, superficial, vapid, and 
ignorant, they concerned themselves with the 
pressing issues of the times, such as who was 
hooking up with the captain of the lacrosse team 
and whose parents bought their kid a BMW for 
their birthday. It made me sick. Because of this, 
pretty much all of my friends were still guys, both 
in and out of the punk scene. 

But something changed that year. Suddenly, I 
started meeting and getting to know all these 
amazing women, both punks and non-punks. I 
would find myself in situations where, instead of 
being the only girl in a group of guys, I would 
realize that there was only one guy hanging out in 
a group of me and my friends, all women. At first 
it was weird; I almost felt like I was betraying 
myself by going back on my years of uninformed 
generalizations about the female sex. But I got 
over myself soon enough, and started to realize 
what a bunch of fucking rad friends I had made. It 
was such a novel experience to surround myself 
with these strong, amazing women who acted as 
role models, confidants, and just plain friends to 
me. I had a pretty rough time towards the end of 
that school year, and I found my new friends to be 
an invaluable resource-even the ones that I had 
barely just met were always there for me, giving 
me unconditional support and putting up with my 
complaints, even at 3 AM on a Tuesday night. This 
loyalty was refreshing; it seemed like because we 
knew we were a minority (especially in the punk 
scene) we had to stick together, and so our bonds 
formed fast. 

This summer, while traveling, I continued to 
meet completely amazing women. I was 
consistently inspired by these awesome punk 
ladies, and have come away from my travels with 
a handful of totally rad new friends. I'm still 
astounded as to how I could possibly denounce my 
entire sex, how I could claim that I just didn't like 
girls, and I've come to the conclusion that I have 
punk to thank for my conversion from that 
unfortunate mindset. Being a woman in the punk 
scene isn't easy, but that's why so many punk 
women are so fucking rad; we have to put up with 
so much bullshit just because of our sex that we 
either get sick of it and give up or learn how to 
gain respect and show the punks that we don't 
fuck around. This actually isn't unsimilar to the 
plight of women in our society, but it still seems 
like the definitive factor for my realization was 
the multitude of awesome punk women that I 
met, and still continue to meet, from all corners 
of this country and the world. 

Of course, just because so many women in 
punk are fucking rad and able to form such strong 
friendships doesn't mean that everything's easy 


for us now. Lots of fucked up 
things still go on in the punk 
scene with respect to women's 
rights, both overt and covert. 

For example, I've had countless discussions 
with friends of mine about how we constantly 
feel like we're being attached to a man, 
especially as a girlfriend. Sometimes it's that 
kind of thing, almost imperceptible but 
always present, that hurts the most. I don't 
deny that punks can be, on the whole, 
excellent people and well above the societal 
norm of tolerance, but no one's perfect. We 
still have a lot to work for. Too often I see 
women being disrespected by punks, and no 
matter how small the offense, it's still fucked # 
up. It seems lately like sexism is being 
considered as a relatively minor offense; I 
know punks who have a problem with racism 
and homophobia but don't hesitate to 
objectify women. I even heard the old "You 
play guitar well... for a girl," comment the 
other day, and I couldn't believe my ears. 
Punk has been a safe space for all of us: we 
all, in one way or another, have taken refuge 
in the punk scene, and found protection in it 
from other things in our lives that harm us. 

So how can it possibly be okay for me and all 
the other women involved in the punk scene, 
when we attempt to create a safe haven from 
the sexism we experience every day of our 
fucking lives, to find a place where we are 
disrespected, discounted, only seen as 
girlfriends and objects? It's bullshit. And it's 
up to all of us to do something about it. 

So guys, see if you can catch yourself the 
next time you're about to say something 
sexist. Even if you don't think you do these 
things, take a closer look-sometimes it's the 
small things that hurt the most. And girls, it's 
time for you to prove everyone wrong. Go 
start a band, write a zine, get involved in 
something. Who cares if you can't play the 
guitar, or if your handwriting sucks? This is 
why we are the punks! And this last one's for 
everyone, no matter what gender you call 
yourself: when you hear someone say 
something fucked up, call them on it. The 
only way we're going to stop sexism in punk is 
if we confront it; ignoring it will just make it 
worse. Like Kill the Man Who Questions says, 
"when you shut up, you're shut out. So get 
up!"

.Recently I've heard things coming out of my 

mouth, that my mother once said to me. Things like, 
"Where are you going, who with?" or "Was anyone 
there drinking or smoking pot?" and the ever 
popular "Because I said so, that's why!". To say that 
these such events filled me with a frightful disgust is 
putting it mildly. I don't think anyone wants to turn 
into their mother or even fathoms that one day 
they'll be spouting the same parental propaganda, 
which filled their ears during their formative years. 
FUCKING SCARY! Being a dyke, I always assumed I 
wouldn't have children, just wasn't something that I 
ever saw in my future; I also never banked on the 
idea of falling in love with someone who did...well of 
course that's exactly what happened. Over a year 
ago, I met, then fell in love with an awesome women 
who is also in her 30's and is still into the punk rawk 
(do any of ya even realize what a rarity that is). She 
happens to have 15 y.o. twin sons. We all now reside 
together, one happy family. Prior to this I had 
absolutely no parenting experience, hell I never 
even babysat before, ever not even in my teenage 
years. So, kinda unexpectedly I became a step mom, 
a parental figure, with them coming to me (an 
overgrown kid myself) to ask permission for this or 
that, asking for help on homework (what they are 
calling math these days is something quite foreign to 
what I was doing in high school, back in the day), 
asking for allowance, advice, for rides, or asking me 
what's for dinner. It's so strange for me to be in this 
position at this time in my life. It's a trip what life 
throws ya when yr not looking, eh. Me, a step 
mother, who woulda thought? 

I'm by all means not saying it's bad, just not 
what I was expecting for myself. Being a step mom 
is loving, being responsible (not something I've ever 
been good at) for, teaching, and learning from kids 
that you didn't biologically produce yourself. I mean 
essentially you're helping to raise someone else's 
kids, with absolutely no biological bonding. Bonds 
can be formed however. We're proof of that for sure: 
I have a great one with both boys. It's awesome, and 
bewildering all at once. They're just now getting 
into punk rock, listening to OP IVY, DEAD 
KENNEDYS, MISFITS, and THE RAMONES (15-20 


years later, and kids are still starting off with these 
stalwarts). It totally puts a smile on our faces that 
they're taking the same steps in life that we (my 
partner and I) took. Then reality sets in...oh shit! 
The drugs, booze, scams, fuck-ups, and array of other 
things I'd wish to forget!!!! These were all major 
steps in my growing up, and becoming the person I 
am today...now am I a hypocrite because I wanna 
protect them from those experiences that we went 
through? I want more for them, I wanna make sure 
that they don't make the same mistakes I did. I 
sometimes think that this does make me a hypocrite. 
Fuck, I can't change the way I feel towards these 
kids. I love them. I have an overwhelming desire to 
protect them, keep them innocent (not like so many 
of the kids I see at shows lately). I never ever 
thought I'd have these feelings for anyone. Where 
the hell did they come from? It's like I'm somebody 
else, changed. Hopefully for the better. 

I want to be a good parent. Maybe it's these 
feelings that make a good parent. I'd like to think 
I'm a good parent.. .there are so many who aren't. I 
mean, fuck, you gotta take a class, then test to drive 
a car, but hell, any two dumbasses can make a child, 
then call themselves parents. Most of my past 
experiences with step-moms were from friends of 
mine that had 'em (my parents were together for 45 
years). I had one friend that called his step-mom, 
his step monster...and yeah she was. Looking back, I 
think she was jealous of the bond he had with his 
dad, and he also spent time with his biological 
mother and that really pissed her off. I also had 
another friend whose step mother wanted her three 
step-kids to like her so badly, that she used to buy us 
booze, then eventually hooked us up with pot, then 
turned us on to crank! Great role model, eh (I saw 
her a couple years ago, she was driving an ice-cream 
truck...only in the 707). This progression started 
when I was 14. A girl I knew in high school had a 
step-mom that literally beat the shit out of her for 
celebrating/observing her deceased mothers 
birthday, her father did nothing, which I couldn't 
comprehend at the time....but looking back, I think 
he was just severely pussy whipped, which is no 
reason to not have yr kids' back.

Every time my life changes I still 
have punk to be my stability, my home, my 
family...it ain't going anywhere, and neither 
am I.

Next up was 
the Folsom Street Fair: this is the biggest 
leather/fetish gathering in the world. So if yr 
into it you should make yr way here next year.

The weather 
was awesome, the freaks were all in 
attendance, they had a bunch of spanking 
booths, bondage booths, and toy (insert any 
type of sex toy you can imagine) booths.

contribution. What you can bring to it is inversely 
related on many levels to what you get back from 
it. The fans should respect the bands, the bands 
should respect the fans. It's pretty simple. But it 
seems as hardcore and punk settles into middle 
age, a good part of the scene spends much of its 
time cannibalizing its past, from the dumb kid 
selling (or at least trying to sell) CD-R bootlegs of 
HAGAR THE WOMB (???) at Gilman Street for $5 
or cranking out endless DIS-AMEB-47-SIDE-PENI 
patches, to the organized European bootlegging 
operations churning out the endless MISFITS / 
DISCHARGE / MINOR THREAT bootlegs of the 
same live shows at Rollerworks and Al's Bar over 
and over again. Like most artists, things that 
were visionary at the time largely never get their 
due until their impact is recognized, often many 
years later, after the bands and/or labels has 
gone down in flames of broken dreams and 
promises, stolen girlfriends and/ or financial 
ruin. The band gets cult status for their effort, 
some scummy bootlegger profits. It's not right. 

Hardcore has always towed this "anti-major 
label" stance fueled on by MRR in the 1980's and 
the punk boom of the early 1990's with the vague 
reasoning of "they rip off the bands". This is a 
murky situation and a case by case scenario 
where your band can go up in flames (see 
JAWBREAKER, most 1977 bands) or do a 
complete luck of the draw GREEN DAY or SONIC 
YOUTH and survive and do well for years (a 
reality for most bands as much as their tour van 
being struck by lightning or attacked by a shark 
or both at the same time). This is a whole large 
and complex completely different argument-dig 
up Steve Albini's old treatise about it for a good 
take on it. At the same time this debate was 
raging, a blind eye was turned to the rising tide of 
bootleggers, which generally 100% for sure "rips 
off the bands". 

As punk and its influence seeps and settles 
into music history, bootlegging spiraled out of 
control affecting even the small extreme music 
community with bootlegs of bands like RATTUS, 
GISM, PANDEMONIUM, GAUZE, etc. We have the 
best music community in the world for direct 
communication between the artists and fans and 
this community can and should do better. 

The reasons for boots surely vary. From flat 
out financial gain (most boot LP(>s costs $12- 14 
and UP at shops here for something with no 
recording costs and minimal art and production 
costs, while most bands and labels with 
legitimate costs run a pricetag half of that as they 
try to keep things reasonable). A "fan club" 
unearthing some barely known cult record, or to 
match a demand seen when a record skyrockets 
on the collector's market, whether by fans or 
profiteers. I don^t mean someone making a tape 
or a cheapo CDR for their friends akin to the tape 
traders and distros of the 1990's (which did 
arguably fuel the late 1990's and current interest 
in foreign Hardcore). I refer to the large pro 
operations out of Europe, the T-shirt operations 
filling the shops in Tokyo, and the occasional 
East Coast or Midwest "reproductions" of NEON 
CHRIST or BASTARD 7"0s. These make their way 
into legitimate distribution sources, shops and 
compete often with the bands' legitimate

I was probably the only 
person opposed to the 
Women's Issue! I think in 
the small extreme music community that Short, 
Fast And Loud caters to there have been 
enormous strides in acceptance of female fans, 
Female Musicians, Female contributors to this 
scene. Especially considering the 1980's hardcore 
explosion that a lot of this scene comes from is 
credited often as driving women from the 
forefront to holding coats in the back. I think 
maybe enough that it doesn't deserve a spotlight 
but continued support, acceptance and not a 
"here are the girls" focus, but "here's a good 
band"(as my label, Prank, who has issued heaps 
of bands with Women musicians has always done), 
"Here's a good zine". Some Women probably rile 
and read that and go " You MAN!" as they value 
the focus and attention to their viewpoint and 
ideas and hope it attracts more women to the 
scene. It's an experience I can't share but 
understand and respect and I look forward to 
another good issue and the day when such 
specials aren't necessary. That said, hats off to 
the contributions of all the Women in Extreme 
Music that inspire other women and Men to pick 
up guitars, make their own records and zines, 
thanks for the Contribution! 

Punk and hardcore has always been about 


releases overseas. Sometimes the 
band has no idea of the demand, no 
control over the material, or has 
already issued the material out of 
context or in some form (omitting tracks, poor 
mastering) that the fans retaliate by issuing it as 
they see fit. An inevitable response, but not a fair 
one-it's still their art, their statement and 
creation, and people should respect that 
regardless of whether it results in travesties like 
SSD's "Power" (something that saps exactly that 
from their quality material) while stating their 
case for a proper reissue that they will be pleased 
to have. I think Munster, Get Back, and even 
Rhino have taken clues from the DVD 
manufacturers to produce quality reissues, and 
hardcore labels have taken up the flag to make 
incredible things like TRALLA's Anti-Dogmatiks 
LP, Weird System's brilliant straight reissues of 
their older catalog (the #1 best solution! Make 
more when people want it! Most old records fizzle 
out of print when people stop buying them, hold 
onto to the plates and film until they want them 
again!), the Kafka Process Reissue ( brilliant!), 
DischordQs recent issuing of the MINOR THREAT 
demo (Killer! Better than the boots and songs I 
can endlessly er\joy listening to!), etc, etc. 

In trying to recapture that old past, people 
often argue, "Well, they left the scene." Why 
shouldn't the scene keep BANNYLSYT (or 
INFEST, or DOW JONES AND THE INDUSTRIALS, 
or Whoever) alive? It's our right as fans! People 
need to have this for cheap! I need to pay for the 
reserve I paid on Ebay by booting it! Forgetting 
this was once a mgyor part of someone's life, it was 
their creation they suffered for and it ended at a 
point for them, trailing off and dying, sometimes 
painfully. This why with Prank I’ve often found it a 
lot harder to re-issue older bands, there's no 
impetus like a new band to get a reaction to their 
music, and it often unearths a lot of feelings, 
resentment and things sometimes people would 
assume leave buried. This stuff the fans, who just 
hear cool music, don't see, want to see, or even 
need to know. Sure sometimes people have left 
that stuff so far in their past that it's with great 
bemusement to them that someone would actually 
care enough to unearth it and put it back out. 
Especially in that so much of the "classics" or cult 
one hit wonders were cut out, ignored, and 
forgotten money-losers at the time. 

It's out of respect, care and true fandom that I 
think these people should be contacted and part 
of their legacy of their recordings and artwork, 
regardless of their current involvement or 
interest. You would want the same thing done to 
you in the same situation years from now. 

Most of these old scenesters can be dug out 
with a little research, treated fairly and reissued 
in situations where everyone feels good about it. 
Sure, it's a bit more difficult and can take way 
more time to accomplish, but I think the goodwill 
speaks volumes about this scene and what it is 
capable of in its best aspect. 

Punk should look carefully at these things as it 
defines its future. The punk scene has such 
nebulous views of "Intellectual Property rights" as 
it becomes, with downloading more and more 
important and yet to be completely defined. The 
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attitude seems mired somewhere in a "support 
the scene" mentality wherein the "scene" claims 
some vague ownership of artistic output within it. 
This is total bullshit, the scene doesn't pay for 
rehearsal space, a tour van, pressing costs, 
recording bills or anything else that costs money 
to do to participate within it. In a DIY hardcore 
set up, few people are actually breaking even, 
most things are criminally under-priced labors of 
love. The "Pay No More" aspects of Punk rock 
were to prevent outside parties (stores, 
distributors, clubs) from profiting from Punk, not 
to provide people a "deal" and not to gut punks 
from being able to sustain their activities and 
break even. There's often very little—if any- labor 
costs factored into the products the D.I.Y. scene 
makes. Prices are ridiculously low compared to 
other forms of entertainment. No one walks up 
to the movie theatre and demands to see "Daddy 
Day Care" or "Freddy Versus Jason "for a "deal". 
No one asks for the new Playstation game at half 
price but often feels no compulsion in imposing 
their idea of pricing on Punk rock businesses 
because they can. 

There's a small amount of profit to be made 
and a handful, at best, of people worldwide able 
to sustain any kind of modest living from it. This 
extreme punk scene borders other scenes in that 
ethics and pricing are far different from extreme 
metal bands with $12 wholesale CDs and $15 
concerts to the Warp Tour, but the reality for 
most small hardcore and thrash labels is quite 
different and deep in the red. 

I don't think Punk should be entirely self- 
sacrificing with "breaking even" or modest losses 
of money being the goal. Nor should it be a 
province of those rich enough to afford to lose 
money on it and entertain people at their own 
expense. The Anti-Capitalist values get jumbled 
on this point. Capitalism = people profiting from 
other people's work, not profiting from your own. 
There is nothing wrong with people profiting 
from their own work. Repeat. There is nothing 
wrong with people profiting from their own work. 
This isn't an entryway to raise prices and milk a 
giant cash cow (and in all truth it's not that large 
of a cow), but a call for a reasonable pricing and 
treatment that is fair to everyone. It's completely 
stupid to limit the scope of what can be done 
within our scene because there's no financial 
support. I don't know where punk would be 
without trust funds, family inheritances, medical 
experimentation studies, credit card debt, 
student financial aid loans, the dole, blood and 
sperm Banks, ridiculously paying high tech jobs 
to fuel it, but it shouldn't have to be dependent 
on those sources to survive. 

Downloading is a murky territory somewhere 
between radio, tape trading and outright theft 
depending on intent. While overall record sales 
are down, I don't think the "home taping is 
killing the music Industry" or the other lines hold 
merit as much as lousy music is killing the music 
industry. In hardcore we compete with the same 
forces-video games, collectibles, a down turned 
economy, and nothing particularly overwhelming 


in a way-too-crowded market of mediocre records 
making for a tepid sales market. (Someone to 
remain nameless wrote me recently and was like," 
Next year I'm doing an onslaught- 2-5 records per 
month" to which I replied "FUCK THAT! You can't 
do 2-5 good records per month, there's not enough 
good bands and the scene needs GOOD records not 
MORE records as it already has an onslaught"). It 
should be about making the best records with the 
best ideas and music you can, not to thoughtlessly 
pump stuff out in an ego-driven desire to "get the 
name out." 

The diehard file sharing community or at least 
a few dedicated individuals often offers up the 
theory that music should be entirely free, and 
gloats often at bands iQve worked with in securing 
their latest record for "free". This is theft. This is no 
contribution back to the scene, labels, bands 
activities, which all cost money to do and an 
insulting attitude that demands the bar under 
which people suffer should be even further 
lowered. This attitude has sadly apparently bled 
over to the "real world"- I've never seen or heard of 
people shoplifting off the distros at Gilman street 
until recently when it has become somewhat 
endemic, something which is totally fucked up and 
shouldn't be tolerated. If sales don't pay for the 
records, something else would have to , and I don't 
want advertising (as has been suggested) to pay for 
and eventually influence my ability to provide 
people music-Mountain Dew and Starbucks will 
have shitty taste in Hardcore! 

Why most people reveled in the Napster free 
filesharing downloading boom of the late 1990's is 
people didn^t feel respected by a $15-18 pricetag 
on CDs, especially for major label releases that 
contained a few listenable hits, and a lot of filler. 
People knew about price fixing by majors and the 
ridiculously extravagant lifestyles afforded by the 
top end of the music industry and honestly didn't 
feel bad about appropriating from them for free 
while to drop Lionel Richie or Don Henley tracks 
onto your hard drive then burn a CD of it is still 
stealing from them (and indeed older mainstream 
artists whose pension was tied into one or two 
mega hits suffered the most). The majors are also 
largely at fault here, dismantling the reasonably 
priced vinyl formats as well as the "single" 
structure in America. Attempting to funnel people 
into buying overpriced compact discs with one or 
two songs they actually wanted to hear and also by 
manipulating what's stocked in stores and as well 
as availability. I think the majors have tried now to 
backpedal, lowering prices on catalog CD^s and 
attempting to get their head around filesharing, 
which will necessitate a return to the singles 
format. The UK does singles somewhat superbly 
with nice and reasonably prices and including 
video footage as well as non-LP b-sides. 

Quit calling me Lars! Hardcore however has 
always been pretty fair to the fans, with low prices 
and reasonable value. Sure some people who 
"Burn" a copy of something would never buy it in 
the first place, some of it is in equal proportion to 
the people who would tape it. The attitude that it 
"doesnOt matter" is a bit different however in a 
small scene like ours where people depend on an 
actual small amount of sales to keep afloat what 
they're doing. This scene is all about contribution, 


what you get out of it is what you put in, whether 
it's picking up a guitar, making a zine, or plunking 
down $7 or $10 for an album so the band or label 
can make the next one. Yes, free shows are great, 
yes free shows are necessary, yes a free record or 
download is cool, but those are a bonus, a gift, and 
shouldn't be an expectation. 

My answer to the downloading is, try to make 
better records, records worth owning, records 
where owning a few bytes on a hard drive is 
horribly insufficient. Filesharing is a great tool to 
spread a band's demo, check out a few tracks to see 
if you like an album, and a preferable, yet still 
flawed way to keep an old bands songs alive to 
issuing some over priced boot that generates profit 
they unfairly don't see. The major standards for 
downloads are still fuzzy, but I hope the punk scene 
can reach something fair to all parties. 

Finally, this scene isn't about money, but at a 
point it's foolish not to be cognizant and 
responsible about it. This has ended many well- 
intentioned punk business who just wanted to put 
out cool music and hoped "it would work itself out". 

Beyond the reissues and past, forward thinking 
not back was always the way iQve always seen punk 
rock, those things will define its future and people 
will pick up a leave if not supported or mistreated. 
Twenty five years on its multi-layered tiers of 
history, music and ideas and each person latches 
onto different points then looks back at what 
attracted them to it in the first place. Nostalgia is 
inevitable. People look back and tries to define 
themselves or their relationship to punk by those 
points. In the records I've done, bought and been a 
part of I'm as guilty as the next person. This all 
comes from someone who regularly prowls the 
records bins looking to piece together more of that 
past. But I think Punk and hardcore, to remain 
vital, must continue to react and change to the 
environment around it and grow. The responses of 
1977, 1982, 1991 don't necessarily fit the 
environment now, though the underlying DIY, anti¬ 
authoritarian, progressive ideas, communication 
and respect are a good solid benchmark to start 
from to build its future. What can you contribute?

Fuck Special Issues 

As a man, I write this part for the men 
exclusively. I was asked in a job interview once 
how I would ensure that I worked to the 
company's policy of equal opportunities. I replied 
that it was an impossible question to answer and 
akin to asking someone to give examples of ways 
in which they act that are non-misogynistic. It's 
just something I do, or not, as the case may be. 
Now I have to write something for the theme 
issue of women in hardcore. 

Any trying-really-hard-not-to-be-an- 
overbearing-sexist-arsehole is fairly crass. It's 
simple, don't act like a fucking dick and I'm too 
old now to be stuck in permanently harping on 
about "women are not coat racks at shows" mode. 
Though it unfortunately still needs to be said to 
too many people. 

One of my main gripes about most theme 
issues is that too often they tokenise serious 
issues or merely pay lip service. Women are on 
the checklist along with racism, queers, saving 
bunny rabbits from vivisectionists and supporting 
your local scene. Yeah, you sure know how to treat 
a lady right. (Of course whether or not this 
criticism is valid of Short, Fast and Loud, a 
magazine run fairly equally by male and female 
hands is debatable, though my basic point 
stands.) 

After sincere hardcore boy with his SPITBOY 
patch has read this issue and patted himself on 
the back because he 'gets it' what then? 
Seriously, what do we do next? Write in and say 
"bravo, hooray for women, MINE OF ASIAN are a 
great band"? or more likely "you're talking shit, 
this never happens in hardcore"? Do we wait for 
the next big zine to do a special on precious, 
special, poor defenceless women and maybe even 
contribute your own back slapping, self 
congratulatory piece of lying crap to the 
proceedings? 

Basically there are two things to be done to 
address any bullshit in your life and this includes, 
though is not specific to, making women feel 
welcome in 'our' gang. 


1. This is the big one. Stop being a dick to 
other people. Learn to include people in 
conversations and stop talking about records and 
bands all the fucking time, eventually you need to 
have something else in common with a person to 
be their friend. 

2. Stop being so damn concerned, it's 
embarrassing. Stop making those hideous patches 
and badges that say "real men don't rape" you 
accomplish NOTHING wearing them. Stop being 
really fucking concerned as to why there are no 
women in the scene; pitiful, faux, male concern is 
more likely to drive people away than bring them 
to you. You might as well black up for the day, go 
down to the ghetto and see if any Brothers want 
to join our elite white boys club because we're all 
anti-fascist. 

Aside from learning a few social skills and 
being less patronizing, in punk zines, even this 
one, it would be good if people could stop writing 
reviews that say "some of the best female vocals 
I've ever heard." Or mentioning generally 
unremarkable female presence because somehow 
women's contribution to bands is a stylistic point 
like a D beat or a breakdown. 

Women don't need your protection; women 
don't need your overbearing concern. Relax, be 
nice to people and remember to smile. 

Start Today 

In exactly twenty days time I'll be thirty years 
old and upon scanning various magazines and 
newspapers, apparently there are a lot of goals to 
achieve before I hit the big three-O. To be 
perfectly honest, I don't think I have either the 
time or the inclination to swim naked with 
dolphins in the Caribbean or to make my own 
fabulous evening gown and wear it to a dinner 
party. Especially that last one, I can sew a mean 
ANTISECT patch on to a pair of shorts, but that's 
about as far as it goes. 

I grew a facsimile of a moustache a few 
months back (God didn't curse me with 
hirsuteness), which was one of my goals. I looked 
stupid, as do all men who aren't cops, 
immigration officials, Tom Selleck (my hero, he's 
so dreamy), hardcore leather dudes or Vikings. 
(And I apologise for putting hardcore leather 
dudes, Tom Selleck and Vikings in the same 
category as the pigs.) Yes, I looked dumb and 
downright creepy, but hell, I wanted a moustache 
and for a tragically brief time in October 2002 I 
was the very personification of male energy. 

Goals are by and large not something I have; I 
guess things have mostly fallen into place for me. 
I got to play a harsh noise show in Tokyo and 
Chris Dodge wanted to do a record with my old 
band, and if we weren't so damn lazy it would've 
happened. Yes, music is a large part of my life and 
without really trying for anyone else, I, sort of, 
managed to accomplish things that would be 
considered goals were I the type of person that 
gave a shit. 

When I was fifteen years old I wanted to set 
up a pirate radio station to play the music my 
friends and I loved but was ignored elsewhere at 
the time. For three months, until the pigs took a 
sledgehammer to the door, we had our own 
station playing almost nothing but hip hop in 


1988. 

I never wanted a whole lot from 
life, I just went and did it anyway. 

There was no great secret; there was 
no Crimethlnc theory, no new age self help 
actualisation crap and a minimum of pissing and 
moaning. 

These weren't accomplished goals by any 
stretch of the imagination, but my life feels all the 
better for them anyway: spending the night in 
woods in Switzerland after a shit day hitchhiking 
(24 miles in 24 hours, first ride from the cops, way 
to go!). Getting chased out of a squat bar in 
Poland by nazis whilst on tour (that wasn't quite 
as much fun). Seeing the Temple of the Golden 
Pavilion in Kyoto was awesome. 

I didn't have a real job, or much money for 
about three years and I still managed to have a 
reasonably high quality of life. 

It's Grim Up North 

When I was eighteen years old I moved from 
Leeds, my birthplace, to Newcastle upon lyne in 
the north east of England. 

For the four years I lived there I was in an 
extremely run down part of the city called 
Benwell. Most of the surrounding streets were in 
the process of being demolished and a breeding 
ground for packs of dogs. When there were any, 
the houses were mostly either burnt out or had 
wooden curtains. I couldn't afford to live 
anywhere else and most meals consisted of a 
seven pence (about ten of your imperialist cents) 
tin of beans poured over a bowl of cheapo pasta 
and chased with a bottle of the finest 'sparkling 
wine-style' drink I could obtain. 

At least once a day someone would threaten to 
beat me up, only once did someone actually have a 
good go, but certainly for the most part, these 
were no idle threats. 

I didn't fit in; I had stupid coloured hair, 
piercings, a badge that said "Millions of Dead 
Cops" (though these were hardly rabid police 
lovers threatening to kill me) and tattoos. Irony is 
not the right word, but I certainly note with 
interest that the very same people that were 
trying to knock the life out me are now the people 
with those stupid red streaks in their hair, tiny, 
postage stamp sized tribal tattoos that look like 
complete shit and lame eyebrow piercings. 

I truly believe that if time travel were 
invented and people had to go back to warn their 
past selves about some great misfortune coming 
their way soon, most people (where I'm from 
anyway) would openly deride and sometimes try 
and physically attack their future selves for being 
"fucking freaks" and "faggots." 

My life in Newcastle was a living hell. I had 
fireworks thrown into my lap whilst on the bus 
going to work, I had bricks and bottles thrown at 
me on the way to town and some people set their 
dogs on me. I was chased down the street more 
times than I care to remember and I even had 
someone swerve their car onto the pavement 
towards me in an attempt to run me down. 

My friends in the neighbourhood were all in 
the same boat and all had their houses broken 
into constantly. One friend got beaten unconscious 
and the mob only stopped kicking when they 
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realised he wasn't breathing, then they decided 
to call an ambulance for him. I guess those guys 
weren't that bad after all. Yes, life was pretty 
fucking cheap on the whole. 

This was the time where I really got involved in 

hardcore. SAWN OFF and EBOLA both started 
when I was in the pits of depression living 
amongst human scum. Both bands were as much 
an expression of an overwhelming desire to 
escape my surroundings and find somewhere 
relatively safe to exist, even if only temporarily, 
as they were a desire to play fast and pissed off 
music. And boy did we have a reason to play 
pissed off music. 

This was the period of my life that 
made me the cynical people hater that I am 
today. This was the period of my life where I 
found alternate realities to what surrounded me. 
There was no local scene, so the bands I was in 
were forced to look at punk as a more global 
phenomenon and get the fuck out of the area. 

Not all my friends were so lucky, too 
many went crazy, too many sought solace in 
deeply shitty relationships, too many got into 
heroin, too many took on board the violence that 
surrounded us and went to prison and too many 
died there. 

Honestly, thank god for INFEST and 
DISCHARGE. 

I’m Gonna Eat a Baby! 

Eventually the daily bullshit became 
too much and I moved north again to Glasgow, 
Scotland. Glasgow is like Newcastle but bigger, it 
still has that stab you at the drop of a hat 
mentality, probably more so, but it's a bigger 
place and easier avoided. It's even easier avoided 
if you've had a few years to practice your random 
violence early warning system. By this time I was 
also earning enough to keep me out of places like 
Easterhouse and other Benwell equivalents. 

Scene wise it was probably equally as 
dire, more people around, but even less people 
doing shit other than occasionally turning up to 
gigs and maybe buying a record here and there. 
And it was further away (culturally and 
geographically) from the places where things did 
seem to be happening. 

Looking back to my early days in 
Glasgow I realise that most of my time was me 
just having some breathing space for the first 
time in years and learning to relax a little again. 

I wasn't always looking over my shoulder every 
time I left the house I wasn't always checking for 
who was likely to run at me and try push me 
under a bus. 

Glasgow is a fucked up place, it has an 
extremely bad reputation, mostly undeserved as 
far as I'm concerned (re-reading this column I 
think I became numb to all the craziness), 
though there's definitely something ingrained in 
the culture that makes it a hostile place. 
Protestants still fight, hate and oppress the 
Catholic minority, heroin use is at epidemic 
proportion and accidentally bumping into anyone 


at all almost guarantees you the response of 'Til 
kill you ya fucking cunt!" 

Another place perfect for doing a 
hardcore band, no scene worth mentioning, 
surrounded by violent lunatics, nothing to do but 
sit in the pub trying desperately to block out the 
torpor. Enter Shank. 

Anyway, seven years of Glasgow and the 
other pre-thirty goal of mine, the one that didn't 
involve facial hair (that moustache took a lot of 
effort) reared its ugly head. 

I wake up sweating, the word LEAVE 
echoing in my head, I sit at a desk doing nothing, 
look down and find, in my handwriting, "move or 
die" scrawled on a piece of paper. Phone calls with 
no one on the other end of line, but, if you listen 
carefully, the static seems to be forming the sound 
of the word "disappear." I open a watermelon and 
the seeds spell out "this island is killing you", 
sometimes it just says, "there is no god but Allah", 
but that's to be expected huh? 

I'm Crushing Your Head 

And now, twenty days before I turn 
thirty I find myself living in Toronto, Canada. 
Adjusting to cultural changes is something you 
don't usually consider until you're affected by it 
personally. From simple shit like how people don't 
buy each other drinks in a bar or cook dinner for 
each other to stuff like forgetting that in some 
parts of the world a 6'4" guy with lots of tattoos, a 
strange accent and a SMASH YOUR FACE shirt 
asking, "Who the fuck do you think you're hitting 
your trolley with, dick?" in the fruit and veg 
section of the local supermarket comes off as a 
little more aggressive than in places where the 
routine greeting is "How are you ya cunt?" 

I keep getting the usual questions of 
"Why did you move here?" asked as if Glasgow is 
the very zenith of western civilization. Of course, 
it's extremely early days yet and I'm too smart to 
utterly renounce everything I have previously 
known in favour of Toronto, especially because I'm 
probably not going to be here forever. 

(A slight aside, does anyone else 
remember that guy Pete somebody or other who 
used to write for MRR writing a column about a 
girl he had a m^jor crush on and how she 
criticised his friends, yet she was utterly 
wonderful? Was anyone else completely 
unsurprised when a few columns later she 
destroyed his soul and he was writing really dumb 
shit about how damn awful all women are? I think 
you get my drift here, and boy, do columnists for 
zines ever suck...) 

But, it's nice to be able to go out and 
eat affordably at more than the same three places 
you're forced to go and choose from the same 
three options that are (probably) vegan. 

And being in a place with some kind of 
scene is nice too, though of course lots of people 
constantly come up to me and tell me how awful 
the scene is here. But what I consider a healthy 
scene is one where I can go to a gig where I'm 
neither organising nor playing the damn thing. A 
healthy scene is where there's more than two local 
bands that aren't completely fucking dire and 


most importantly of all, I don't play in both of 
them. There's usually at least, one distro at every 
show, I can think of two local labels that seem to 
be doing pretty well have some kind of a grasp of 
DIY ethics and put out good music. And most 
importantly of all, I can turn on the radio (the 
fucking RADIO! Do you people know how lucky 
you are?) and hear real hardcore. Try living in a 
place where the only people that know what 
you're talking about with regard to music is the 
rest of your band and about three of your friends 
sometime. No scene my sarcastic English arse! 

Keeping it (exceptionally) Real 

What I do find really weird are grumpy 
teenagers in eighties band shirts standing about 
like they've seen it all a million times before. 
Maybe this passed me by because I was too busy 
trying not to go insane or get stabbed in the eye 
by a heroin addled teenager holding a sharpened 
screwdriver to care so much about scene trends 
in places where they exist. 

Did I miss something? I'm pretty sure 
I didn't but eighties hardcore has apparently 
become a badge to wear to prove you're down 
with the real OG shit, and for just a small fortune 
you can buy your way into knowledge via e bay. 

I can't believe I'm moaning about 
younger people being too into old hardcore but 
fuck the complete fetishization of all things 
eighties hardcore related. 

I've said before that we can't exist in a 
vacuum and ignore the great bands that have 
gone before us, but now I'm increasingly finding 
myself wondering why kids half my age are only 
wearing shirts of bands who ceased to exist years 
before I listened to hardcore. Do these kids sing 
all the words when they sing along with “Reject" 
by URBAN WASTE? 

I suspect that part of the reason I'm 
seeing so many young kids in these shirts is due 
to the scene's obsession with 'realness', hell, we 
even call it hardcore punk. When people get 
involved in our world and constantly hear the 
same old shit about commitment and paying 
dues (my god, I could be talking about hip hop in 
this sentence), one of the easiest ways to be seen 
to be down is get yourself a shirt of some band 
that existed for the first six months of your life. 

On the two occasions I've been in the 
USA that weren't for work purposes I had more 
than one person offer me money for the paper 
thin, horribly faded and full of holes Infest shirt 
that I've been wearing almost religiously for the 
last ten years. Why are these kids offering me 
money for this shirt? I'm a tall guy with a manly 
beer drinking physique so it won't fit their 
emaciated 16 year old frames and I'm pretty sure 
that, MISFITS and DEAD KENNEDYS excluded, 
INFEST are the most bootlegged of hardcore 
clothing, so it's not because INFEST shirts are 
particularly hard to come by. 

Of course, none of the above refers to 
my almost embarrassing worship of DISCHARGE 
and almost permanently worn MOB 47 and SSD 
shirts. 

But, stupid fashion obsessed losers aside, the 






only difference between my story and the stories 
of thousands of dejected and ridiculed kids 
worldwide is that I managed to get out and never 
succumbed to the surrounding bullshit simply to 
survive. 

Fuck the good old days, here's to the future 
(and here's to THE FUTURES). 

I Hate Music/ We Love Noize! 

I want to mention these here because I think 
it's more personal than just letting this shit get 
lost in the imposing review section. 

ROBOT HAS WEREWOLF HAND from Buffalo 
have a 7" on Solomon Method 
(solomonmethod@yahoo.ca) and it's fantastic. 
Fast and intelligent hardcore, neither backwards 
looking retro or pointlessly complicated tech, 
they write real songs and play with a compassion 
to be admired. 

HUMAN WASTE from Sweden are 
consistently brilliant, Hardcore Holocaust (I'm 
sure there's an ad in here somewhere) did a CD 
collecting a bunch of their early 7"s. Most 
reviews I see of them seem to miss the point 
entirely and say the usual "blah blah blah D beat, 
blah blah blah bad production." To me they're 
the perfect link between the old Scandinavian 
sound and the newer, more technical bands that 
took their influences from that era of hardcore. 
Imagine TOTALITAR (best band EVER) with the 
power of a band like SKITSYSTEM and non¬ 
power chord breakdowns of bands like TRAGEDY 
and FROM ASHES RISE, but without the 
gazillion dollar production values. The 
production mostly brings to mind TOTALITAR 
again. Incredible. Seek them out at any cost, 
“Hopplosa Fall, Forlorade Sjaler” is a perfect 
song. 

After last issue's Italian Hardcore part one, 
you should really go out and get the PEGGIO 
PUNX 2xCD discography on SOA. As with all 
Italian (and Boston) hardcore bands, they 
turned to shit in the end, but their good stuff is 
phenomenal. I think they were probably trying to 
be a cross between BAD BRAINS, DISCHARGE 
and DEAD KENNEDYS and just fell upon their 
sound. Superb musicianship, great songs and full 
marks for original use of bongo D beats. 

THE HORROR are better than your band. I've 
seen a lot of bands in a lot of countries and 
England's THE HORROR are easily one of the 
best hardcore bands I've EVER seen live. 

“Police” by FUCKED UP (the 7" is on 
Deranged) is a great song, nothing less. 
Hardcore bands don't seem to write songs 
anymore (that's not a complaint per se), 
FUCKED UP are a band that make you want to 
learn the words fully so you can sing along. 

IMPALED are the best metal band in about 
ten years, “Raise The Stakes” is the single 
greatest metal anthem since “Chapel of Ghouls” 
by MORBID ANGEL. 

CORRUPTED are still the greatest band in 
the world.

I keep telling myself that I don't want to write 
another column...that's the reason I stopped 
doing stuff for MRR and later, SFL....but Athena 
and I had spent lots of hours hidden away behind 
our merch tables at Gilman talking about the 
subject matter of this zine, and the larger issues at 
hand. Every time I would see her, she would ask, 
"Sure you don't want to write a column for the 
womyn's issue?" and I would reply with a stubborn 
"No." So here I am writing a column...not that I 
have anything relevant to add to the larger 
discussion except my own personal 
opinions.. .which I change all the time, and which, 
when written in a column, I always look back upon 
and go, "Dude, you are retarded, you have to 
fucking stop writing anything for magazines," 
which I imagine you are saying to yourself right 
now as well. So I apologize. 

But, Athena and I always have good talks, and 
pretty much ever since I met her we have always 
seen eye to eye, or at least respected each other's 
views even when we disagreed. So at this 
particular show we started talking about womyn in 
punk, and more specifically to our own tastes, 
womyn involvement in thrash/grind/fast core. 
Athena's own band, VOETSEK, had formed around 
the idea of doing an all-female thrash band, but 
after a few years and some member changes, and 
especially do to the LACK of womyn that play this 
style of music in the Bay Area, they now have male 
members. And we asked ourselves, why is that? 

I mean, there are a ton of awesome examples 
of strong, intelligent womyn who love this style of 
music...everything from band members, 
photographers, to running labels, doing distros, 
setting up shows, etc. But the sad truth is, they are 
the exception, so much so that when one comes 
into contact with an all female band, or a scene 
that has a very strong female presence at shows, it 
catches your attention due its exceptionality. I 
mean, when is the all-male issue of SFL coming 
out? Or is it, with the exception of Athena's 
column, pretty much EVERY issue? 

Now, I'm not writing this to give any specific 
answers, or to develop some all encompassing 
thesis that will tie in why there is a lack of womyn 
involved in this style of music, but what I do want 
to do, is to ask, especially to the pubescent male 
readers who (might) be reading this column, to be 
aware of your surroundings, and notice things 
such as the gender and racial make up of your 
local shows. Its mainly to ask you to ask yourself 
why you think that most punk womyn do not find 
anything in this sub-genre that speaks to them. 

For one thing, the music is fucking 
annoying.. .nothing catchy, down-tuned, pissed off, 
feedback. But I don't think that is the reason....! 


mean, there is a little part of me that 
always wonders if the actual sound of 
the music is overtly masculine (or 
apelike)? Could be, but what about 
lyrical/image content? Although one of my all-time 
favorite bands, HERESY, has tons of really 
insightful things to say in their records (ie, Face 
Up To It LP), most of the other bands, like 
INFEST, NEANDERTHAL, CROSSED OUT, 
etc...whom I love to death, all pretty much dealt 
with knuckle-dragging, ass kicking or serial 
murderers. Now of course that didn't bother me, 
in fact the sheer brutality of it all was what drew 
me to it...it was punks' version of grind core 
basically, but I can only imagine a young woman 
sitting there for the first time listening to the 
FEAR OF GOD EP, going, "Yeah dude, I totally get 
this, this fucking speaks to me." So is it the lyrics? 
Could be, but there are multiple examples of other 
bands that are insightful, intelligent, and not 
overtly masculine in their lyrics...so maybe it's 
not that either. 

What about live-shows? I mean, it's painfully 
obvious to see in both youth crew and some of the 
newer thrash scenes that the excessive male 
bonding that is finger pointing, dog piling, circle 
pitting and the occasional "Didn't mean to grab 
your sac, dude" might not seem too appealing to 
womyn who have come to a show for the first time. 
Sometimes I'm sitting at the show and wondering 
what the fuck is the difference between what I'm 
watching and a LIMP BIZKIT show....both have 
pits, stage diving, etc...and both are excessively 
male dominated. But as with the other elements 
listed above, there is ALWAYS a presence of 
womyn at shows, occasionally being in bands, 
setting up the show, doing a distro or moshing 
right up front. So maybe it's not even that.... 

So as I said at the beginning, I don't have any 
answers, only a ton of questions...but that's 
where a deeper understanding comes from, and 
thus a richer dialogue can be started. When one is 
aware of their surroundings, when they don't 
paint themselves in a corner exclaiming someone 
who questions those things as being "PC" or 
something, that's when you are still open to 
people who might feel uncomfortable at a show, or 
who see the idiocy in something that you didn't 
see before.

Reviews of all the newest best heavy records with 
women on 'em? I was driving myself crazy with ideas 
when Jeb suggested a little primer. It seemed a 
logical place to begin, the beginning, so here we go - 
a highly subjective list of important and interesting 
metal bands with women, plus a handful of short lists 
for other heavy sub-genres. This should at least get 
you started. (I didn't want to take up a hundred 
pages, so I'm not including huge amounts of info. If 
you want to know more, everything I know about 
these bands, plus about 600 more, can be found at 
http://www.kzsu.org/~hannah - have a look.) 

The Metal 
ACROSTICHON 

Tilburg, Holland, late 1980's-mid-1990's 
Unfairly obscure Dutch death metal. Corinne van de 
Brand contributed fearsome basslines and 
subterranean low-end vocals. Forget "she sounds 
like a guy" - she sounds like an ogre, or an avalanche. 
Try Engraved in Black (Modern Primitive, 1992). 


ACRID 

Burlington, Ontario, Canada, late 1990 s- 
Slow parts like the impending apocalypse, fast 
parts like the whole world going up in flames. 
Ripping, noisy, technical, crazy chaotic and 
blindingly intense. If you ask me (and you did!), 
Eighty-Sixed (Dirty Kidz 1997) is one of the best 
metal albums ever made. Alexandra 
Lamoureaux, bass. 

AMBER ASYLUM 
San Francisco, California, 19957- 
Okay, so Amber Asylum aren't strictly a metal 
band. But they're unquestionably part of the SF 
metal scene - vocalist/guitarist/violinist Kris 
Force has done a lot of playing with Neurosis, 
they share a bassist (Erica Stolz) with less- 
ambiguously-metal Lost Goat, and their version 
of Black Sabbath's "Black Sabbath" (on The 
Supernatural Parlor Collection (Release 2000)) 
will scare the pants off you. A good starting 
point for investigating all things dark and creepy 
around the bay. 

ARCH ENEMY 

Sweden/Germany, mid-1990's- 
Probably the biggest women-in-metal band 
around these days, but don't let their sales 
figures (their newest, Anthems of Rebellion, is 
already the biggest-selling record in Century 
Media's history only four weeks after its release) 
and pedigree (ex-members of Carcass, In Flames 
and Mercyful Fate) distract you from the music. 
Ridic-ulously catchy Swedish harmony guitars 
and Angela Gossow's ferocious growl ripping you 
into tiny pieces. 

BOLT THROWER 
Birmingham. UK. 1986- 

Brit stalwarts - nine full-length records since 
1986. They've slowed the pace a little bit since 
1998, but their back catalog holds up great - In 
Battle There is No Law (Future Shock 1988) will 
scratch all your roleplaying-metal itches. Jo 
Bench, bass. 

THE GREAT KAT 
New York. NY 

Quite possibly the only female metal guitar 
wanker out there. Even if pyrotechnics aren't 
your style, it's useful to have one of Kat's 
"shred/classical" records around to settle those 
tedious girls-got-no-chops arguments. (Are you 
still having those? I hope not.) And if 
pyrotechnics are your bag, anything from the 
Great Kat discography will make you cream your 
pants. I like Beethoven on Speed (1996), myself. 

HAMMERS OF MISFORTUNE 
San Francisco Bay Area, California, 1996- 
All the dross of the metal genre - concept 
records, singing about axes and quests and shit, 
pointy-shouldered leather jumpsuits - 
alchemically transformed into pure epic 
galloping sword-swinging gold. Founding 
bassist/singer Janis Tanaka (of the jumpsuit) 
took off to play bass for Pink and Fireball 
Ministry after their first record, The Bastard 
(Tumult 2001). Jamie Myers (Like Flies on 
Flesh, South Mouth) now holds down the low 








end and Sigrid Sheie (Menstrual Tramps) plays 
keyboards and sings. The Bastard ruled all hell 
and, though I haven't heard it yet, I'm betting 
The August Engine (Cruz del Sur/Tumult 2003) 
does too. 

KITTIE 

Somewhere in Canada 
1998?- 

It's really too bad this band got so much hype for 
a mediocre first record - hot damn, teenage girls 
get mad sometimes! Who knew? - cos now nobody 
is paying attention anymore and they've gotten 
way more interesting. Oracle (2001) sounds like 
they went back into the garage to listen to 
Sepultura and Slayer and practice a lot before 
they went into the studio. Current lineup - 
Morgan: vocals/guitar, Mercedes: drums, 
Jennifer: bass. 

LUDICRA 

San Francisco bay area, California, circa 2000 
Take the lousy keyboards, overblown intros and 
faux nordicism out of black metal, add some 
unhinged screams and genuine menace, and you 
have Ludicra - a band which manages to both 
have a sense of humor and to be truly frightening 
at the same time. Laurie Sue provides the 
unhinged screams, Christy plays guitar and sings 
now and then. Hollow Psalms (Life is Abuse 
2002) is their only full-length to date - listen and 
see if the scream at the beginning of "Userpent" 
doesn't make the blood freeze in your veins. 

THE NEED 

Olympia, Washington, 1996-2001 

The Need are culturally a lot more indie rock 
than metal - records on Kill Rock Stars, 
Chainsaw and Mr. Lady and a mailing address in 
Olympia. But as with KARP and the MUKILTEO 
FAIRIES (featuring female guitarist Rebecca!) 
before them, metal hearts beat underneath THE 
NEED’S striped t-shirts and v-neck sweaters (at 
least on their last records). They have 
occasional help from Joe Preston (EARTH, 
MELVINS, THRONES) on bass, and anybody who 
likes JP's own heavy weirdness will please dig 
their METALLICA cover ("Frayed Ends of 
Sanity") or anything off The Need is Dead 
(Chainsaw 2000) and be amazed at what noise 
can be made by only two people. Rachel: vocals 
and drums, Radio: guitar. 

13/SOUR VEIN 

New York, NY, 1990-1995?/New Orleans, 

Louisiana, 1998- 

13: three women, a handful of 7"s and about 10 
bpm - hhhhhhhhhheavy as hell sludgy doom. 
Rumor has Riotous Assembly putting out a 13 
discography CD (is this still happening?), but 
until then, scour the used bins for their split 
with GRIEF. Alicia Non Grata: vocals, Liz: guitar, 
Ellen: drums. Liz can now be found playing 
guitar with the slightly-faster SOUR VEIN, whose 
self-titled LP (Game Two 2002) kicked my ass 
(slowly) all over last year. 

The Roots 

FANNY: 

Early/mid-1970's British hard rock/proto-metal. 
Arguably the first all-female heavy band. They 
put out a clutch of LPs on Reprise between 1970 


and 1975. 

GIRLSCHOOL: 

sorta poppy, sorta glammy British metal, 1978-1988. 
Rad split EP with Motorhead {as Headgirl). All female. 
(To this day I find myself playing my Girlschool 
Records. Very catchy very fun. They lost their edge a 
hit when their labels decided to help them break into 
the U.S. market with the "Play Dirty " and "Running 
Wild" records, but their three records before 1983 are 
all masterful - Jeb) 

HOLY MOSES: 

Ferocious German thrash (1984-1992, 2001-?) with 
rough tough vocals from Sabine Classen. Try the 
Queen of Siam LP (Aaarrg 1986). 

DORO PESCH/WARLOCK: 

more ferocious German thrash, this time with 
anthemic fist-pumping clean vocals. Punch the air and 
sing along to "All We Are," from Triumph & Aqonu 
(1987). 


Hardcore 

CIRCUS LUPUS: 

angular DC hardcore with occasional metal guitar runs 
and a rare female drummer (Arika Casebolt). Try 
either full-length - Super Genius (Dischord 1992) or 
Solid Brass (Dischord 1993). 

DOUGHNUTS: 

all-female Swedish sXe hardcore, mid-late 1990's. Feel 
Me Bleed (1995) might've been the last good record to 
come out on Victory. 

THE WAGE OF SIN: 

all-female NYC metalcore - proves that sXe hardcore 
can be ferocious without the bullshit macho posturing. 
Try A Product of Deceit and Loneliness (Immigrant 
Sun 2002). Guitarist Rachel also plays/played in MOST 
PRECIOUS BLOOD, MILHOUSE, and INDECISION. 

WALLS OF JERICHO: 

chugging toughguy metalcore band with one of the 
roughest rawest screams in hardcore (Candace 
Kucsulain). 1998-2001, reformed sometime in 2003. 
There are rumors of a new record, but until then, have 
a listen to The Bound Feed the Gagged (Trustkill 
1999). 

Metalcore/Grind/Crust 

ARSEN aka KOENIG der MONSTER: 

relatively new German band - kinda speedy, kinda 

crusty, very German-metalcore. Rrrrad. Try their new 

full-length No Gods...Only Monsters (Unsociable/ 

Narshardaa/Black Star Foundation 2003). Sabine: 

vocals. 


output. O Hiretsukan, we hardly 
knew ye! Fuck. Michelle: vocals. 

REMAINS OF THE DAY: 
big and tragic and occasionally 

crusty-ish metalcore from Portland with some 
serious HHIG, AMEBIX and/or NEUROSIS 
moments. An Underlying Frequency (Crimes 
Against Humanity/Yellow Dog 2001) is their 
only record to date. Rachel: violin. 

SCROTUM GRINDER: 

super good lurching grindy metalcore with 
vague emoey touches, by which I mean it has 
eloquent lyrics and real passion. And nice 
packaging. Do have a listen to Greatest Sonic 
Abomination Ever (Prank 2001). Michelle 
Koger: vocals. 



Stoner Rock/Sludge 

ACID KING: 

catchy, lumbering riffage from San Francisco, 
Lori Crover (aka Lori S) on guitar and vocals. 
My favorite is Busse Woods (Man's Ruin 1999). 

THE MELVINS: 

the rumors are true - the storied Lorax (bass 
1988-1993) was indeed a woman. Shirley 
Temple's daughter, even. The world is odd. 


Thrash 

THE GAIA: 

all-female Japanese thrashers - and actually, 
you should check out everybody else on the 
amazing Women's Liberation (Selfish 1994) 
comp as well. PISS, GUSH, and WORMCAST 
are the rest. 

YELLOW MACHINEGUN: 

Rapidfire catchy thrash about conservation, 
breakfast foods and growing a tail. Spot 
Remover (Rotten Orange/Howling Bull 1998) is 
a beautiful beautiful thing. Does anybody know 
what happened to this band? 


Difficult-to-Pigeonhole Heaviness 

THE HAGGARD: 

two-woman hardcore/grind/emo/punk band 
from Portland. Emily plays guitar, sts beats the 
drums like they were John Ashcroft's face, and 
they both scream blue murder. Both their Mr. 
Lady LPs (A Bike City Called Greasy, 2000, and 
No Future, 2001) are great. 


COUNTDOWN TO OBLIVION: 
heavy hardcore with SLAYER guitars, a sense of humor 
(dig the mutual razzing on their split 7" with THEY 
LIVE (Ugly Pop 2000), and girls on guitar and bass. 
They didn't last long (1998-2000), but lo, their star 
burned brightly. Particularly on the Brain Surgery for 
Beginners 7" (Deranged 2000). 

HIRETSUKAN: 

crazy chaotic metallic hardcore with something creepy 
and off about the chord progressions (but in a really 
good way). The Invasive/Exotic EP (G7 Welcoming 
Committee 2002) is almost their entire recorded 


I LOVE A PARADE: 

their ex-members-of list is pretty impressive 
(Reina Aveja and His Hero is Gone, among 
others), but Jen's seemingly effortless 
fearsome scream is even more so. No records 
yet, but keep your eyes out. 

LAST OF THE JUANITAS: 
indie metal, somewhere between the Champs 
and Don Caballero and the Jesus Lizard. 
Nobody in the world seems to love LotJ like I 
do, but I have to keep spreading the word. 
Hawaii (Flapping Jet circa 2000) and make 
sure you have a good listen to "Lighten Up, 






COLUMNS... 

Francis." 

MELT-BANANA: 

tight, sharp, funny, fierce, beloved by grindheads and 
metalheads and college radio hipsters alike. As 
Manowar says, if you're not into Melt-Banana, then you 
are not my friend. Start with Charlie (A-Zap 1998) or 
the new one. Yasuko: vocals, Rika: bass. 

ROMANTIC GORILLA: 

kinda-hardcore, kinda-metal, inspired lunacy sung in 
an acrobatic scream-growl. Gorilla masks ahoy! Gori: 
vocals, Akiko: guitar, Shizu: bass. Dig the self-titled LP 
(Sound Pollution/MCR 1998) or the split with Spazz 
(Sound Pollution/MCR 1996). 

I don't pretend these lists are definitive (maybe you 
notice the lack of 

symphonic and black metal bands with female 
keyboards and/or sopranos? 

just ain't my area of expertise) but they should get you 
started, anyway. 

And yikes, there were so many other bands I wanted to 
mention! Some have 

gotten a lot of words in SF+L recently so I figure you 
already know about 

them, and most I just ran out of time and space for. If - 
or when - you 

get through everything else on this list and still want 
more, please run 

out and buy every record you can find from KYLESA,

So Why did I decide I wanted to do a "women's" issue 
of the zine? It's complicated, but I guess the easiest 
way to explain it is that as far as I'm concerned, this 
issue is for the younger female readers of this fine rag. 
Now before you get all fired up and call me a "man 
hater" and all that (I love men, by the way), let me 


explain that it's not to say that guys shouldn't 
read this issue or won't get anything out of it, or 
anything ridiculous of that sort, but I know that 
had I picked up a hardcore zine that was about 
the women involved in the'music I loved when I 
was a kid, I think I would have found it kind of 
cool and maybe even...inspiring. There are 
tons of older males involved in our community, 
whether they're zine guys, label guys, distro 
guys, promoter guys, band guys, art guys, or 
photographer guys. Take a look at any zine and 
you'll see these examples. Women don't have a 
lot of other women to turn to as examples. I 
remember being a kid and wondering if I would 
still be a punk when I was older because as 
weird as it sounds, I just couldn't picture it. 
Granted, there were women like Debbie Harry 
and Exene Cervenka around, but I didn't know 
them; they were rock stars! I didn't personally 
know of any older females who were just 
regular people who happened to be punks. So I 
guess my lofty hope or desire with this issue is 
to present some views and interviews with a 
handful of women who are still involved, so that 
the younger women out there will glean some 
sort of inspiration from it. The fact that so 
many of the same names are mentioned in this 
issue's Gimme Five's is another indicator that 
the support and involvement of women in our 
community is sorely lacking. 

This zine is much more than me, Ami, and 
Chloe, though. Granted, we are the women's 
voices of this rag, but where do the male 
columnists fit it? I think the guys that I have 
the pleasure of nagging to turn their columns in 
on time are some of the finest writers and 
nicest, coolest, and smartest people I've had 
the experience of working with. Granted, I'm 
very biased (especially with Jeff!), but I think 
many will agree with me and if you don't, well, 
go read Heartattack. Haha. But seriously, the 
guys that comprise the columnists for SF&L 
have stood the test of time, are still committed 
to this thing we call DIY punk/hardcore, and 
are folks that others look to as role models, 
whether they like or agree with it or not, so 
therefore, it's important to hear what men have 
to say about this issue. We can't move forward 
without a dialogue between both sides. Many 
of the male columnists, as you've probably 
already read, didn't like or agree with the idea 
of this issue's theme. While I respect their 
opinions and think they make valid points, I 
can't help but compare these attitudes with the 
women I've talked to about this issue's theme. 
Every woman I've talked to or mentioned this 
"theme" issue to has said something to the 
effect of, "Rad!" or "I wish that had been 
around when I was a kid!" So all in all, I have 
to liken it to students who will ask, "Since we 
have an African American History class (or 
month) or Asian American History class (or 
month), why can't we have a White American 
History Class?" and that answer to that is that 
EVERY DAY IS WHITE HISTORY DAY in the US! 
Similarly, many zines are overly focused on 
men, whether intentional or not, you know? 
One theme issue isn't going to kill us and 
whether or not you agree with the idea of it, I 


still think the columns, interviews, and reviews 
are all interesting and well-informed. Again, if 
you disagree, there are other zines out there 
that you might like better, or you could start 
your own for christsakes! This is the DIY 
community, you know... 

So ladies, it's up to you now. Please get and 
stay involved. Our community needs you. And 
guys, do more than write your hackneyed anti¬ 
sexism song in your overrated band, okay? 
Think about your actions and words. 

THE COST OF PUNK & HARDCORE 

I was at a show recently selling records 
from our distro when a guy asked me to cut him 
a "deal" on the two 7"s he was purchasing. I 
immediately told him I wouldn't do that, as 
both 7"s were foreign and cost a lot of money in 
shipping. It turns out the guy had the money to 
pay full price for both ($3 each-very 
reasonable) anyway, which really pissed me off. 
Unless you've been involved in putting out a 
record or running a distro or store, it seems 
most people really have no clue as to how 
expensive vinyl releases are nowadays. $3 for a 
7" and $6 for a 10" or 12" is a great deal, and 
since we carry a lot of foreign releases in our 
distro, along with the crap we put out on our 
label, this is an especially good deal, when you 
figure in some cases you'd be paying twice that 
or more with postage if you were to mailorder 
the release. So my point is this: don't be a dick, 
don't ask for a discount (sometimes the person 
will offer one, but wait for them to make the 
first move), and don't bitch about the price 
because your lazy ass could just mailorder the 
record for twice as much money instead! 
Support your local distros and stores because 
vinyl is EXPENSIVE. The folks who run the 
small distros at shows are some of the very 
important life's blood of our scene, so don't 
suck them dry. 

CORINTHIAN 

I just wanted to take the time and space to 
give a shout out to all of the folks who helped 
Voetsek out on tour this past summer, but 
especially Corinthian from LEAGUE OF 
STRUGGLE, the Lone Star State's best-kept fast 
thrashin' secret. When Ami landed in the 
hospital, Corinthian was more than a generous 
host. He not only gave the rest of us a great, 
comfortable place to stay, but he fed us, 
entertained us, and kept our morale up during a 
stressful time. He brought Ami some delicious 
vegan vittles to the hospital, brought her a 
boom box to listen to music on, and visited her 
every day after we had to leave to drive to the 
East Coast. What a guy! Meeting rad people 
like Corinthian and the lovely Mercedes and 
their two cute kids (and trust me, I am not one 
of those people who immediately takes to little 
tykes) is inspirational and renews my faith in 
this community. Thank you!!

The very first time I 
saw TRIBE 81 didn't really 
know what to expect and I was 
just blown away by their

happening. The impact of this 
all-female queercore band is 
undeniable. Now there is even a 
video documentary out about 
them called "Rise Above."

4. Wendy 0. Williams 
Damn, what can be said about 
this lady? It is truly mind- 
boggling to think that the 
PLASMATICS broke onto the 
scene all the way back in 1978. 
Wendy 0. wasted no time 
kicking the unsuspecting public 
upside the head with an 
onslaught of wild music and 
even wilder stage antics. In the 
early years of the PLASMATICS 
she was harassed and arrested 
by the authorities for various 
offenses like battery of a police 
officer and obscene conduct and 
yet she never changed or toned 
down her act throughout the 
I years. Whether she was beating 
j aTY with a sledgehammer or 
blowing up a car, she was always 
raising the bar to another level. 
She eventually starred in a 
classic B movie called "Reform 
School Girls” and she was even 
'" nominated for a Grammy back 
I in the mid-80's( I remember 
watching her perform on TV 
many years ago and just being 
totally rattled by this sexually 
charged women who was 
rocking so fucking hard and 
then beating the shit out of a TV 
with a sledgehammer. I really 
couldn't believe my eyes. And 
from that point on, I was always 
drawn to her strength and 
craziness.

And it is no joke when I say they 
are two of the most charismatic, 
all consuming performers that I 
have ever seen. Their strength 
and longevity as performers is 
quite admirable. Between these 
two ladies they have done it all, 
with movies, music, spoken 
word and writing all 
interspersed through their 
careers. Hell, Joan Jett even 
produced the GERMS (GI) 
album. Consider that the next 
time you give Darby and Co. a 
spin.

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1. Why did you call the band Witch Hunt? 
NICOLE: Well, besides from our child-like 
fascination with witches, the band's name, 
Witch Hunt, does hold some significance 
behind it. I think many people view the 
witch craze as a relentless and horrifying 
time for women in history, which of 
course it was, but what we want to 
emphasize is the signficance to us today. 
What 1 am trying to get at is that just as 
women were condemned to death merely 
because of their sex back in the 1600's, 
women are also being subjected to this 
kind of brutality all over the world in 2003 
for the same reasons. When a woman is 
raped or beaten by a man, it is directly 
related to her gender. In other parts of the 


world women are beaten and or killed for 
committing adultery. Unfortunately, we 
live in a patriarchy where women are 
condemned every single day because of 
our gender and violence against women 
is just one example upon many. 

ROB: You could also compare the 
treatment of those of Arab descent in the 
aftermath of 9/11 to the victims during the 
Salem & European witch crazes. Instead of 
stake-burnings, torture, and brownings 
we've got mosque-burnings, racist graffiti, 
and beatings. Fear is still the driving force 
behind it all. 

2. How did the band, get together? 
JANINE: Nicole and I were looking to start 
a band. Nicole had been playing guitar for 
a couple of years and we had both sang in 
bands in the past. Originally our friend 
Lisa was playing bass and Jorge played 
drums. We only had. about two practices 
with the four of us but it wound up not 
working out. Since we no longer had bass 
player, I figured I'd try out singing and 
playing bass together. I had only been 
playing about six months at the time, but 
we gave it shot anyway. Out real main 
concern was finding a drummer. Well, we 
started seeing Rob around at ABC No Rio 
in NYC. We knew who each other were 
because we are all originally from the 


twins. 

4. Rob, what has your experience been 
like being the only male in the band? 

What is it like playing with sisters? 

ROB: To be honest being the only male in 
the band was not even, an issue when we 
started. To me they were just two people I 
knew from shows who wanted to get 
something going as badly as I. did. I guess, 
as the male, my efforts tend to get 
overshadowed sometimes due to the fact 
that there are two women up front 
screaming their 1 lungs out playing 
hardcore. That, unfortunately, is still not in 
the norm here, so people are intrigued. I 
can't blame them. I used to occasionally get 
bitter. But that's ridiculous. We've had talks 
about it. We all play a huge part in this band, 
and we all have an equal say. This band 
could not possibly exist without the three 
core members. As far as being in a band 
with sisters, I've grown quite accustomed 
to it. We re all so close I feel like I could be 
related. We all bicker like siblings and it is 
especially entertaining to watch the twins 
scream at each other one second, and 
literally the next second, see them hug and. 
console each other. 

5. Your lyrics are of a feminist/political 
genre and I know you will, often introduce 
each song with an explanation. Do you 
ever feel like you're just preaching to the 









converted? How do you handle (if this 
has happened) "Shut up and play" type 
comments from people in the crowd? 
JANINE: I know for myself, 1 don't really 
think of it as "preaching" to the converted. 
The lyrics we write are very personal to us 
and also happen to be political. They go 
hand in hand. Rather than thinking of it 
as preaching, I feel that it is expressing 
our feelings to the crowds we play to 
because our lyrics are such an important 
part of our music. Many do feel the same 
as we do about the issues we sing/talk 
about, but that's the great part about our 
scene. We can relate to each other and 
share ideas, frustrations and of course 
music! We have been really lucky and 
actually only got the "shut up and play" 
line once. It was during our first tour 
when we played Montreal. We played this 
bar show, which is very rare for us, and 
there were plenty of drunk punks yelling 
things at us while we were explaining our 
songs. We just ignored it and kept playing. 

I have to say though, I got really heated up 
inside and had to bite my tongue from 
telling them to fuck off. Of course it's 
upsetting when something like that 
happens, but it just reinforces the fact that 
nothings perfect, not even the 
hardcore/punk scene! Even more so, it 
proves that we are not preaching to the 
converted. That kind of attitude just 
inspires me to write more angry lyrics 
which can be quite cathartic. 

6.1 know in Japan and in some South 
American countries, having an entirely 
female hardcore band, while not 
commonplace, is certainly not unheard 
of. Unfortunately, this does seem to be 
the case in the United States. Why do you 
think this is, considering we have more 
privilege here when it comes to access to 
instruments, music lessons, etc.? 
NICOLE: I can't speak for Japan but what I 
can say is that one factor leading to the 
lack of "all female" hardcore/punk bands 
in America is simply the lack of women. I 
completely recognize that there are many 
amazingly dedicated women in our scene 
but the ratios make it very evident that 
men disproportionately represent 


American hardcore. 1 think it’s hard 
enough for anybody, whether you're a 
man or a woman, to find compatible 
people to start a band these days with one 
reason being that there are so many 
different genres of punk rock in America 
today. Just because two people say," I want 
to start a punk band' doesn't mean they 
have the same idea of what kind of band it 
will be. Keeping this in mind, trying to 
find women who all play instruments, who 
are interested in playing the same kind of 
punk rock, who live near' each other 1 , and . 
who are compatible, seems virtually 
impossible! 

JANINE: Yeah, Nicole and I got lucky, we 
didn't exactly have to find each other! The 
perks of being a twin. I think there is also 
a lot of pressure put on women musicians. 
People are always extra critical of women 
playing instruments. When you hear 
about a women guitarist or bassist, the 
first thing that comes to mind is "Is she 
any good?" But how many times have 
people completely disregarded a mediocre 
male guitarist in a punk band? 

7. I agree! There are tons of shitty male 
musicians out there, some of whom are 
in “bigger” bands, and no one says 
anything about their lack of skill. 

Anyway, since you live fairly close to 
NYC, what was the reaction there like to 
the second 9/11 anniversary? 

ROB: I don't recall anything specific, 
besides a few television specials and a 
moment of radio silence, but the type of 
arrogance/ignorance that followed the 
9/11 tragedy on behalf of a good majority 
of American society is still quite rampant, 
especially in the North Eastern section of 
the country where I'd say we still react to 
those events daily. It has not died down 
one bit. I can't say I blame people for being 
freaked out. I live right across the river. 

It’s not pleasant to have the smell of 5,000 
corpses in the air. No Discharge lyrics 
could describe itl I still don't think we're 
used to being on the defense, living each 
day with constant fear 1 in the back of our 
minds. So it's masked with an ugly 
bloodlust. I wrote "A War on Reality" as our 
reaction to the blind eye that's been 


turned towards the history of the US's 
foreign policies that led up to 9/11, as wel l 
as the scapegoating and. hatred that 
spawned from that event and seems to 
have grown into this perpetual war. 

8. Nicole and Janine, you two have got to 
have some good "You play good for a girl" 
type stories to share! 

JANINE: The best was at a show in 
Connecticut. The young kid came up to all 
three of us separately and said., "I don't 
usually like chick bands but you guys 
rocked 1* The sad pan was that he was 
genuinely trying to compliment us. He 
kept repeating it and I was so shocked 1 
just laughed in his face and said thank 
you. At another show we played in 
Pennsylvania, a guy came up to Nicole 
while we were setting up and askor her if 
she needed help tuning her guitar. We 
were sure to give him a shout out during 
out set. 

9. In "Backfire", you write that humans 
will one day become the prey. For what? 

NICOLE: Humans will one day become the 
prey to a more powerful species. This song 
was written a long time ago with the 
intent to spread our' beliefs on 
vegetarianism. We wanted to add a touch 
of humor to the song and wrote it with the 
idea that eating meat will inevitably result 
in animals eating us due to bad karma. It 
is kind, of a silly song, but at the same 
time, I do feel humans tend to exploit 
everything that's around us, whether it be 
animals, the environment and even other- 
people. This is detrimental and one day 
will probably one day backfire in our' faces. 
If humans continue to take such horrible 
advantage of our surroundings, the 
natural progression will eventually lead to 
our demise.

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Blasts from the Past! Hello everyone! 

Loser here once more! Firstly I’d like to say “thanks a lot” again to each and everyone who read my previous columns and, of course, a big “cheers” to you, who got 
in touch with me just because of those articles - you all rulelAnyway, as you probably know, the first “Blasts from the Past!” section for Short, Fast & Loud! # 9 includ¬ 
ed an international selection of bands, the second one for # 10 was strictly limited to Finnish punk and since number 11 of Short, Fast & Loud! is an issue dedicated 
to women in punk, this representation naturally only portrays “o.o.o.” (old, odd, obscure) bands with ladies involved, but before I’ll start, please allow me to correct an 
error from the previous column, so here’s my first: “Department Of Corrections” section 

Within my article about “o.o.o.” Finnish punk, I mentioned this great band NO SECURITY, but of course, they’re not from Finland as they hail from Sweden!! Fucking 
Scandinavia... Damn, I proofread that column about 7 or 8 times, but somehow I overlooked the same mistake again and again, so I apologize for my fuck up and 
say “thanks a lot” to Chris from France who cleared things up!! 

Nonetheless, let’s get back to the business: I think you’re (nearly) all familiar with all these great, older bands like ANTISCHISM, NAUSEA (speaking about the band 
from New York!), DETESTATION, DIRT, RED # 40, THE GITS, FLEAS AND LICE, ROMANTIC GORILLA, INITIAL STATE, THE DREAD, DISAFFECT, SCATHA, 
SEDITION and/or SPITBOY as well as with newer ones like for example KYLESA, NEGATIVE CONTROL, THULSA DOOM, MY NAME IS SATAN, DAMAD, 
VOETSEK, STILLBORN, WITCH HUNT, SCROTUM GRINDER, THE INDEX, MEMENTO MORI as well as PROVOKED, I’m going to concentrate more on some not 
so well known, but of course, overwhelming bands! Cool? Sure! Okay, “Less talk, more rock”, so let’s go!! 

BAGS - “Survive” 7” 2 tracks / Dangerhouse Records / 1978 / approximate 1.500 madeThe BAGS were a cool band from Los 
Angeles and even this 7” is more than 25 years old right now, I’m listening to this pearl a lot since the title track as well as 
“Babylonian gorgon” totally rock with some awesomely executed, driving and melodic L.A. styled punkrock the way it was meant 
to be played. The music itself includes tons of amazing hooks that will stick in your soul forever, but what makes this slightly 
longer than 5 minutes short record worthwhile are the outstanding, catchy as hell female vocals by Alice Bag - this woman is a 
goddess if you ask me!! This 7” doesn’t include a lyric sheet, wasn’t repressed, but bootlegged back in ’90 along with the track 
“We don’t need” from the “Yes L.A.” comp, one sided picture 12” (Dangerhouse Records / 1979 / 2.000 made / the other bands 
are EYES, ALLEY CATS, BLACK RANDY, X and GERMS) plus an unreleased studio song, so I urge you to buy the bootleg 
since this illegal re-release surely is a lot cheaper than the original pressing!! Ugh, I just read that there’s a “new” 7” called 
“Disco’s dead” out on Artifix Records. As far as I’m informed, the first side contains a studio song (“Disco’s dead”) from ’78 and 
the other side features two live cuts (“Why tomorrow" plus “Sanye theme”) from 79 and since all tracks are unreleased until 
now, I'll try to get my fingers on this one for sure as soon as possible. Whoa, BAGS were such a great band... 

BRAIN DEATH - “Personal affair” 7” 8 tracks / Selfish Records / 1986 These Japanese quartet dished up nothing but 
rippingly fast, raging and ultimately furious, frantic high-speed thrash in the vein of S.O.B., OUTO or GUDON, but in 
opposite to the aforementioned masters of disaster who enclosed male lead singers, BRAIN DEATH had the incredi¬ 
ble high pitched, yet kinda hoarse vocals of Sachi! Hands down, Sachi is still one of the best female thrash singers 
ever and this EP is worth owning just because of her marvelous voice! The absolutely flawless "Personal affair” 7”, 
that includes a lyric sheet, was bootlegged a few years ago, so it shouldn’t be too difficult to get this masterpiece of an 
entirely recommended, rapid-fire thrashcore onslaught for an affordable price!! 




CLOWN ALLEY - “Circus of chaos” LP 11 tracks / Alchemy Records / 1986 CLOWN ALLEY will be the one and only 
unit within this article that doesn’t include a female shouter as instead of singing, Lori Black took care of the bass gui¬ 
tar, and believe me: She did her job very good, but please allow me to start at the beginning: Back in the mid '80’s two 
completely different styles of music - I’m speaking about hardcorepunk and metal - joined forces and this fusion was 
called “crossover”, it’s as simple as it can get and at this point “crossover” was the (!!) perfect name for this new kind of intense as fuck music. Right now everything like 
funk, reggae, hip hop, jazz and other fucked up shit that includes some harder edged parts is called “crossover”, but today’s “crossover” has nothing - and I really mean 
zero!! - to do with the origins of what I would call authentic “crossover”. As I’m a fucking old fart I still remember that the punks hated “crossover” since it was too metal 
and the headbangers hated it because it was too punk... Shit happens, but I worshipped and still love that kind of music as it helped me a lot to get control over the 
uncontrollable rage, aggressions and hatred I was filled within my youth. In that era long forgotten there were plenty of awesome “crossover” bands/records (listen to 
CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER, MACE, ATTITUDE, CONDEMNED?, ATTITUDE ADJUSTMENT, CRUMBSUCKERS, EXCEL, THE ACCUSED, LOSS FOR WORDS plus shit 
of that ilk and you know what I mean!), but that’s a subject for another column, so let’s get back to CLOWN ALLEY’S awe-inspiring “crossover”!! This group of four 
sounded a little bit like early PRONG - anyone remember their incredible first LP (“Primitive origins”) back from ’87? - meets "Animosity” period CORROSION OF CON¬ 
FORMITY and that being said, CLOWN ALLEY’S combination between fast, crushing speedcore and powerful, fierce metal is worth countless listens for sure!! Yuck, 

timeless tracks like the kinda monotonic "On the way up” and the either haunting or full on raging “The grey men” are still 
punishing you for every sin and crime you ever committed!! After this raging album, which wasn’t repressed or bootlegged, 
but includes the lyrics on the inner sleeve, CLOWN ALLEY sadly disappeared, but that doesn’t mean this record don’t have 
a special place in my heart - in fact: The opposite is much more true!! 
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12” called “Power never die” (6 tracks / Captain Records / 1986 / lyric sheet included) and since this Mini-LP is way more metal, it cannot match with the incredible power 
of the “No side” 12”! Anyhow, around ’90 the “Civil war wasn’t hell it was practised” 7” (8 tracks / Dead Records / 200 made [numbered on the back cover] / splatter col¬ 
ored vinyl / contains a sticker) saw the light of day, but only the 6 songs that were taken from the “No side” 12" deserve any attention as “Meat, meat, meat” is totally bor¬ 
ing and "Dead body” is a more or less useless live cut! Other than that, THE COMES also appeared with “Medium” plus “Panic” on the sort of obscure “Make War, not 
Love” comp, bootleg LP (Hammer Records / 1990 / 200 made / white vinyl / sticker included / the other bands are ANTI SEPTIC, KURO, GISM, HEADLESS, CRIME and 
ZOUO), but you’re supposing correctly indeed: These two assaults were also stolen from the “No side” 12”, so only the compositions of THE COMES’ first 12” are a clas¬ 
sic tour de force!! 



ELECTRIC DEADS - “Order” 7” 4 tracks / Electro Static Records / 1982 ELECTRIC DEADS - “Mind bomb ep” 7” 5 
tracks / Electro Static Records / 1983Even though you see their records on numerous wantlists of various collectors now, 
to some degree the ELECTRIC DEADS more or less drowned into the sea of oblivion about 2 decades ago, as most folks 
seemed to be just into DISCHARGE styled hardcorepunk. Of course, this was a shame since the ELECTRIC DEADS, 
who by the way came from Denmark - a country which at least should be known for awesome bands like i.e. SODS, 
ENOLA GAY and WAR OF DESTRUCTION!! - were, are and will ever be the fucking shit!! This quartet offered some 
faster paced, powerful, yet catchy plus ultimately pogo compatible hardcorepunk at it’s very best, but what makes ELEC¬ 
TRIC DEADS still sound unique are the pissed off, although melodic vocals of Bibi, who was unmistakably responsible for 
the singing parts! In addition to the “Order” 7” (no lyric sheet included) and the “Mind bomb ep" 7”, which contains a lyric 
page, the ELECTRIC DEADS also released another EP called “Anti sex” in ‘82, but since I was young and needed the 
money, I missed out this platter back in the day, so please don't condemn me for the fact that I was addicted to drugs! 
Plus, unused needles were so fucking expensive over here in Germany that I couldn’t afford to buy any records!! Ha ha 
ha, just kidding, but until now I wasn’t lucky enough to find the "Anti sex” 7” for a relatively reasonable price! Yuck! 
Anyway, I surely consider ELECTRIC DEADS a fucking unforgettable band, so now it’s up to you to take care of them!!

I have no idea if this astonishing single, which 
includes the well thought out lyrics on the inner print of the huge fold-out cover, was re-released, but it’s worth your hard 
earned cash nonetheless!!

1” 7” [6 tracks / Six Weeks Records /1994 / limited edition of 200 copies on clear red vinyl / feel free to ask Jeff if there’s a 
second pressing around!]; “This one" LP [11 tracks / Sound Pollution Records / 1995 / repressed at least once and I think 
there’s also a CD version floating around], split 7” w/ DEAD AND GONE [3 tracks / Prank Records / 1996 / if I’m not com¬ 
pletely wrong, this fucker was also repressed]), so I urge you to get GAIA’s other releases too, as you’ll not be disappointed!! 
GUSH are the fucking shit cuz they painted the “relentless, full blown, rapid-fire hardcore thing with deep growling vox” on their studded tank-tops! Well, most probably 
this devastating troop of chaos and destruction wore worn-out, spiked leather jackets since their seven attacks are nothing but brutal as fuck hardcorepunk! To call 
GUSH crushing would be an understatement for sure!! Last but not least we got PISS and their six tracks can be described best as a mix between WORMCAST and 
GAIA, so you know these four girls don't fuck around since they take part in just raw, severely strong Japanese hardcore with just amazing vocal attacks!! Man, this 
sampler, which was bootlegged on vinyl a couple of years ago, just minces everything into bits and pieces, so do yourself a favor and get your copy right fucking now!!

Generally I don’t find that being the girl in the band 
has presented a problem or produced uncomfortable 
situations (it at times has been helpful), although 
sometimes I feel isolated at shows. It is frustrating 
to be playing a show, and realize that, even in a 
room where women are well represented, I'm the 
only girl in a band. It is inconceivable to me that 
the women out there couldn't start their own bands. 
I wonder if it is a lack of encouragement from the 
scene in general, or a lack of encouragement at 
young ages for women to pick up instruments and 
rock out and be talented. An issue that we've dis¬ 
cussed at length as a band is the tolerance for shitty 
female bands in the scene. Sometimes it seems that 
in everyone's rush to praise a group of women for a 
starting a band, they don't hold them to the same 
standards to which they would hold a male band, 
implying that girl bands or musicians just cant be as 
good as male bands. If the band sucks, don't tell 
them that they're awesome. Tell them to write bet¬ 
ter songs. Also, the dudes who assume I don’t know 
anything about hardcore because I'm a girl are 
worthless and don't belong in the scene.

I've been lucky to have traveled quite a bit with 
most of the bands. The band that toured the 
most and actually did the entire US in one 
stretch more than once was WORMHOLE, and we 
did that for three consecutive summers. Aside 
of that, we did a lot of four-day weekends and 
things of the like. Being a band in Pittsburgh is 
great. It's conducive to weekend out of town 
travel. We're within eight hours of Chicago, NYC, 
Toronto, Erie, Buffalo, DC, Philly, Cleveland, 
Columbus, and many other great places, so play¬ 
ing out of town is always an option for us 
'Burgher bands. All of the horror stories revolve 
around vans breaking down in the middle of 
nowhere on a regular basis. Unfortunately, there 
are way to many of those to tell. I don't think I 
could pick a "best show"...There have been so 
many great shows that I've both played and 
attended throughout my life. Some recent great 
shows, however, were with HIGH ON FIRE, 

PLACE OF SKULLS, THE TOTAL END, APHASIA, 
THE CHASE, DISENGAGE and DIXIE WITCH.

I don't know if the band had considered breaking 
up or not, actually. I relocated back to Pittsburgh 
in 2000 (I was already playing with PENANCE at 
the time) and shortly after I got back to town, 
Matt Sachs from BEHIND ENEMY LINES moved 
back to Connecticut. I ran into Dave from BEL 
on my way to work not long after Matt S. left, 
and Dave asked if I'd be interested in playing in 
the band. Having been a huge fan of Dave previ¬ 
ous band, AUS ROTTEN, and the material on the 
first BEL LP, of course I jumped at the chance to 
play with them. It took a little tweaking to make 
it work at first between the BEL members' sched¬ 
ules and the other bands that we played in (Bill is 
also in CAUSTIC CHRIST), but when we finally fig¬ 
ured THAT out, and everything gelled from there. 
Not long after we figured out the scheduling prob¬ 
lems, we added another guitar player to BEL 
(Matt Tuite, who also plays in PENANCE) and 
that's when things started moving forward rapid¬ 
ly.

You can count on one hand the bands that are as 
cool as 16. After a decade of pounding nails into 
the aural cavities of extreme music fans 
worldwide, 16 are releasing a new batch of tunes 
that clearly demonstrate that (unlike most bands) 
they are not mellowing with age. If anything they 
are getting more intense, more angry and more 
raging. Originally recorded about two years ago, it 
is great to finally see these tunes hit the streets. I 
was fortunate enough to get an advance of this 
when it was recorded and, I gotta tell ya, I've 
listened to it non-stop for the last 24 months. 
Although often lumped in with the extreme sludge 
bands, 16 are really a beast of several 
configurations. Yes, they have the anvil pounding 
heaviness and distortion of sludge but they are 
also deformed and ugly like good noise-rock 
bands. They have the high quality song writing 
and classic guitar raunch of punk rawk 'n roll but 
also sport a metal infatuated underpinning that 
get the ole' neck a thrashing. They may be blood 
brothers of the likes of EYEHATEGOD but they 
are the ugly stepchildren of FLIPPER as well. 

How any extreme music fan can possibly NOT be 
blown away by this is beyond me. Every time I slip 
this disc in I end up cranking the volume all the 
way up and forgetting the world around me... like 
I am wrapped in a cocoon.... a cocoon made of 
glass shards and barbed wire.

The songs are short and 
uncomplicated, probably because there's usually 
only two parts to each song, so it's over pretty 
quickly, unlike a lot of bands that manage to 
cram a lot of ideas and energy into a short period 
of time.

The first thing I notice is that the artwork has 
changed, the cover is now black on black, the 
word Corrupted and what I assume is a mistake 
at the printers, a bunch of fairly indefinable 
smears. Maybe it's meant to look like that 
though...

I'm glad to say that the vinyl re¬ 
issue corrects every single one of my original 
criticisms to exactly how I'd envisioned this 
behemoth should sound. The mastering of the 
CD seemed to lose most of the bass frequencies 
and often the background feedback was actually 
the foreground feedback, lessening the effect 
when the guitars finally do kick in at the songs 
actual start. But no more. The bass is extremely 
present and hats off to whoever mastered this 
thing for making it so cutting and clear, it never 
takes over the rest of the recording and it never 
sounds tame and muffled. So, side one is twenty 
or so minutes of heavy, heavy sound, music 
slowed down to the point just before it becomes 
too unbearably slow and monotonous to listen to 
and never too upbeat so that it loses it's effect of 
total sensory annihilation. This is what 
Hyokaidan and Incapacitants would sound like if 
actually transformed into music. Side two, 
instead of picking up where the CD originally 
continued (essentially the first twenty minutes 
repeated again) takes a different tact and offers 
a new composition. Disc 2 of the Llenados des 
Gusanos opus (which is definitely the 
benchmark by which all slow, heavy and 
apocalyptic bands should measure themselves; 
what Reign in Blood was to thrash, Llenados des 
Gusanos is to the long, slow, loud genre) hinted 
at this newer development in the Corrupted 
sound. Whereas the work in question was a 
simple, reverbed tone, rising and falling 
periodically, side 2 of Paso Inferior is a slightly 
more involved piece of sonic experimentation, 
not totally dissimilar to Nurse With Wound. 
Brooding, dark ambient sound, starting as an 
enveloping dischordant drone, the sound of pure 
reverb slowed down, bass tones gradually come 
into the picture and swell and fall in a seemingly 
random fashion. Muted vocal chants fall in and 
out of the piece and it's as if the band have 
attempted to recreate the feeling of their work 
without the use of their normal instrumentation. 
Side 2's approach is highly effective and another 
reason as to why I love this band so much. Their 
commitment to their vision and process is utterly 


steadfast; here is a band who have never once 
strayed from their original sound and intention, 
yet they have yet to repeat the same idea twice 
(trust me, I have all their records and could 
discuss the difference between them all at 
length, I'm that boring). This is a band whose 
sound is constantly evolving, without ever really 
seeming to change drastically, a band who you 
know will never suddenly throw a d beat into a 
song, a band who will always simply be the very 
definition of heavy, the very definition of 
monolithic, the very definition of crushing. If, as 
I do, you listen to hardcore, metal and sludge 
(hell, any music really) because of its brutally 
honest emotion and its lack of bullshit, then 
CORRUPTED, if your attention can stand the 
(lack of) speed, should be up there in your top 
ten of bands. Stunning.

Although rife with neo-metallic influences and 
grindcore sensibilities, CRESTFALLEN still 
manage to pay homage to their punk/hardcore 
roots with MINOR THREAT and CRAMPS covers 
and linear notes that are pure punk. If you get 
the idea this CD has got it all, then you are 
correct. Give yourself a gold star, then go buy 
this.

CURSED - One LP/CD 
Wow, Deathwish puts out a good band with 
something to say and great music at last 
(reissuing classic RINGWORM LPs doesn't 
count). One is the first recorded outing from 
Toronto's CURSED and it sounds more 
accomplished and together than most bands can 
muster over the course of years together. Having 
said that, CURSED have the distinct advantage 
that most of their members played together 
previously in THE SWARM, though there are 
fewer similarities between the two bands than 
you might think. CURSED's music is much more 
down tempo than THE SWARM and much more 
involved, gone is the instant rush and punch in 
the mouth of before and it's replaced by a no less 
angry beast that's altogether more brooding and 
better thought out. Being well thought out is 
definitely something this band has in spades; the 
flow of the individual songs and the overall 
album is pretty much dead on. A fine point in 
case is how they sequence the heavy stormer of 
"Bloody Mary" into the sombre and deeply 
gloomy instrumental "How Great Things Happen 
When You Give Up Hope" before kicking back in 
with the totally raging live favourite "Nineteen 
Seventy Four", an effect that when listened to 
carefully leaves you reeling. Musically this a 
difficult release to pin down, this is a band that 
could easily play on bills with AMERICAN 
NIGHTMARE and CONVERGE one night, then 
play with KYLESA and MUNICIPAL WASTE the 
next and please both audiences. They have the 
song writing strength (and some of the sound) of 
DAMNATION AD (a criminally underrated band), 
the aggression of the best power violence bands 
and the same dedication and focus on their 
intended sound as CORRUPTED. CURSED aren't

afraid to rock out (and this album rocks like the 
proverbial motherfucker) and hold on to an idea 
when necessary and they also know perfectly 
when to let go and pick the pace up and move 
forwards. They also know how to go from strictly 
controlled sections into looser, more discordant 
patterns and vice versa to good effect. The 
guitars are seriously heavy, nicely layered and 
detailed, an approach that makes the recordings 
great to listen to and the live shows a more 
stripped down primal assault. The bass and 
drums work together like a true rhythm section, 
not just two dudes playing individual 
instruments, they compliment each other 
perfectly and underpin the dissonant sections 
well, so that the songs never lose sight of their 
original form entirely. Vocally, once again I find 
myself praising a band for having a vocalist that 
doesn't just randomly bark vowel sounds at you, 
they're angry sounding and Chris makes a good 
attempt at enunciating clearly, adding to the 
feeling of rage; they aren't reduced to being 
another instrument in the band. And the 
recording? The recording's great, it has a feeling 
of space and clarity, a natural feeling, this isn't 
some over produced crap where all emotion is 
transformed into a series of 0's and l's. Here's 
my one criticism; Deathwish is a patchy label at 
best, putting out mostly dreary bands and they 
don't seem to care a whole lot about the end 
result of their product, if they did, they wouldn't 
have released the CD with this mastering job. I 
have the luxury of being able to compare the 
vinyl with the CD and there really is something 
to be said about the superiority of the vinyl 
version. I thought the CD sounded good until I 
got the delayed vinyl edition. The problem seems 
to lie in the fact that the CD was mastered 
waaaaay too loud, the drums distort slightly, the 
guitars sound more confined and the quality of 
the recording vastly compromised. Anyway, if 
you can get the vinyl version, do so, if not, make 
do with the CD, this is an incredible release 
regardless of who put it out or how much they 
fucked up the mastering.

Dataclast's digital grindcore is difficult to review 
for a number of reasons. Essentially it sounds 
like an old Out Run coin op machine playing 


grind in a cross between CARCASS and 
DISCORDANCE AXIS, old meets new if you will. 
There are some interesting stretched out 
sections, skipping beats and other ideas that 
come from a completely different framework 
than grindcore and these, largely, sound great. 
The riffs and structures themselves are good and 
the programming is competent, but so fucking 
what? The songs are rendered completely 
unlistenable by the same crappy sega system 
guitar sound. And the vocals? HOLY FUCKING 
SHIT BATMAN! Easily some of the worst vocals 
ever committed to a grindcore disc, they sound 
like when some guy you don't like does a 
mocking impression of the music you hold dear. 
I'm not even joking, they fucking suck, I can't 
believe for a second this guy thinks he sounds 
even vaguely passable as a vocalist. Most of the 
problem is that digital grindcore is a great idea, 
but the realisation of that idea on this disc is 
shockingly bad.EARWIGS follow and thankfully 
are a lot easier to listen to. Starts with some nice 
warm noise, definitely rooted within the 
spectrum of harsh noise, but with the edges 
rounded off. They use some power electronics 
techniques in their sound and it almost has the 
sound and feeling of slightly amateurish 80s 
European experimentalism. It's passable, but 
there a far greater works happening in the field 
of noise. I guess really EARWIGS sound to me 
like they're the kind of noise act that people who 
claim they like noise, yet never really listen to it, 
would cite as an example of how wicked 
underground they are. It's not bad, it just doesn't

with all recordings undertaken at Soundlab 
Studios, there's not enough bass and too much 
midrange on this, but that's a small complaint. 

A great record and a rare thing with regard to 
split releases in that you want to listen to both 
sides.

FROM ASHES RISE - Nightmares LP 
I love FAR and it's no surprise to me that they're 
receiving as much attention as they currently 
are, but to me, this isn't their finest work. When 
I first got this, I listened to it constantly, but the 
initial spark has pretty much faded and doesn't 
have nearly as much depth as their previous two 
12”s. Certainly, it has a lot less longevity than 
Silence or Concrete and Steel, but it's by no 
means a bad record. This is easily the biggest 
production that the joint kings (along with 
TRAGEDY) of big production have released and 
the band have really explored their sound and 
chosen style to its fullest, without fucking up and 
going beyond its natural boundaries. That said, I 
really could've lived without the Mogwai-lite 
instrumental and the two really bad songs that 
close out Sides A and B (worst album ending 
EVER). This will deservedly sell shit loads of 
copies and downloaded equally as much by the 
bedroom hardcore scene, the good songs are still 
great, but there are too many less than dazzling 
moments.

FUCKED UP 



in Minutes 7" 

People just don't seem to get this band at all. In 
FUCKED UP reviews you consistently see two 
things mentioned, "It sounds like Negative 
Approach" and "This record's too short." OK, 
first, I don't hear any NEGATIVE APPROACH 
whatsoever in this band and secondly, that the 
records are so short is really no big deal; I'm 
sure most of you regularly stop listening to 7"s 
you like half way through side a because after 
the initial few minutes, not a whole lot happens. 
FUCKED UP are probably one of the most song 
orientated bands (i.e., they aren't a collection of 
riffs to get from a to b) the hardcore scene has 
had for a long time and I can happily restart 
their records several times in a row, they're that 
good, they write songs that well. They definitely 
seem to be moving away from the faster numbers 
they did in their early days and seem to have 
started settling down into a more mid-tempo, 
anthemic writing mind set, though "Municipal 
Pricks", on the B Side of Police, still manages to 
hurry by at a good rate. These songs are 
deceptively simple, and I mean REALLY simple, 
so simple you barely even notice it. It's pretty 
much verse/ chorus/ bridge/ verse/ chorus and 
the band are more than happy to play single note 
bridges and two note main riffs, yet they do it 
incredibly well. They don't shy away from almost 
blatantly recycling their own riffs either (kinda 
like THE RAMONES of hardcore). What stops 
the simplicity of the music becoming quickly 
boring is three things. First, they have a really 
weird strumming style and when playing a one 
chord bridge can make it sound much more 
involved than it really is, second, they have these 
very simple melodic flourishes, not quite solos, 
that seemingly come and go at random and really 
pad out the songs. These flourishes really bring 
to mind a lot of KBD and New Wave bands, but 
played within a distinctly hardcore framework. 1 
think it gives them an edge that makes them 
sound partially like THE NERVES, especially on 
"Baiting The Public", played by hardcore kids 
(before that song turns into an almost Krautrock 
jam) with an occasional simplified early ZOUNDS 
(first 7") thing going on. The third, and the 
main thing that keeps that to mind keeps them 
grounded in hardcore, is the vocals. Jerry A move 
over. Without any hyperbole, I truly believe 
FUCKED UP have one of the greatest vocalists in 
hardcore today, strong sounding, great delivery 
and a fantastic presence, this guy really makes 
the songs. FUCKED UP are going to write an 
amazing album when they eventually get round 
to it and stop releasing a new 7" each month. 
Definitely a band that will be remembered and 
listened to in the future, watch in five years time 
as everyone 'rediscovers' them.

with a distorted guitar that sounds like a swarm 
of locusts.

Thrashers never fear though, they also do an new 
version of the classic "Throat Or Die" to keep the 
thrash fires stoked. I thought someone turned on 
my electric saw in the other room but wait, its 
just the opening guitar riff from Dutch fastcore 
kings MATKA TERESA. This is fast core for 
fastcore's sake... .all fast violent drum hits and 
non-stop screaming/growling vocals. Think late 
CHARLES BRONSON adds some grindcore 
vocals.

General Surgery/ The County Medical 
Examiners split CD 
I think this must be the first release from 
Swedish grindcore legends, General Surgery, 
since about 1991, anyway, welcome back. 

Starting with a sample from Phantasm wins me 
over instantly it has to be said, but the fun 
doesn't stop with a choice sample from a classic 
film. Seven songs of raw, yet surprisingly 
coherent, brutal grindcore done in the classic 
late 80s style with an impressive bass sound that 
growls at you when you turn this up. Structurally, 
a lot of songs take cues from "Symphonies of 
Sickness" era CARCASS, but there's a lot more 
variation in the sound, some nice d beats and 
guitar squeals on "Reception Of Cadavers" and 
some of the fast blast sections remind me of 
SAYYADINA (who they share a bassist with now). 
Some of the more mid-paced riff sections are 
stunning and could've come straight off good era 
BOLT THROWER. Good stuff. THE COUNTY 
MEDICAL EXMINERS are a relatively new band 
and their concept is simple, they openly want to 
be considered a CARCASS clone and feel the 
label is in no way derogatory. The other schtick 
they have going is that they're all Forensic 
Pathologists, check their website www.thecoun- 
tymedicalexaminers.com and decide for 
yourselves. Basically, if they're lying about their 
day jobs, they've researched the subject to 
ridiculous amount of detail, also, if they're lying, 
my money is on people from IMPALES and/ or 
EXHUMED being involved in this. Whatever the 
story, it's interesting and worth reading on the 
website. Anyway, this is serious CARCASS 
worship, they've obviously listened very intently 
to Liverpool's best musical export since THE 
BEATLES a lot and really internalised the sound. 
In the same way that DISCLOSE are considered 
by many to be carrying on the legacy of non-shit 
era DISCHARGE by their fastidious attention to 
detail, TCME are carrying the torch that 
CARCASS bore with their first two LPs. 

Honestly, CARCASS isn't an easy beast to 
assimilate accurately; they had some strange 
chord progressions that threw you somewhat, yet 
still remained natural sounding and an almost 
symphonic approach to song structures at times. 
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TCME succeed admirably in their goal of 
recreating the early CARCASS sound, even down 
to the production values (or occasional lack of), 
though you can hear a few parts here and there 
are CARCASS riffs with a few notes played in a 
different order, "Cooperative Cadaveric Custody" 
blatantly shares the intro to "Exhume to 
Consume" for example. Despite my hatred for 
most grindcore, due to its tedious lack of thought 
and preoccupation with shock and extremity at 
the expense of genuine passion and interesting 
songs, I still find the best of the genre to be 
incredible. I've listened to CARCASS pretty 
much consistently for nearly half my life now and 
don't get tired of the first two and forth albums 
by them. TCME are great, a perfect tribute, 
though one wonders how many LPs you can get 
out of 30 or so songs written before 1989, but for 
now, this is great stuff (from both bands) and 
highly recommended for those still into old 
school grindcore. Both Hater of God and Yellow 
Dog are promising vinyl editions of this CD at 
some point in the near future.

HAYMAKER Fuck America T 
Fact: Haymaker is the best band in North 
America. You probably won't ever see them live if 
you live outside of Southern Ontario and even 
then it's not so likely. Haymaker shows are 
sporadic, sometimes under false names, often get 
stopped after a few songs and rarely happen in 
the same venue twice. In the same way that 
GSMF shut down Chicagofest a few years back, 
Haymaker do that to nearly every show they play. 
HAYMAKER'S sound is timeless, classic hardcore. 
It isn't a pastiche of bands that ceased being 
relevant twenty years ago and the anger and 
frustration driving them is evident; no 
directionless rage or stabbed in the back bullshit 
here. Most fast bands just seem to play fast 


because they don't know how to get their songs 
to do anything other than start and finish, 
HAYMAKER never even come close to light 
speed, yet their songs have movement, dynamics 
and a sense of speed (without resorting to blast 
parts) and most importantly, actually seem to go 
somewhere. Fuck America has production to die 
for with heavy guitars, audible and genuinely 
pissed off sounding vocals and an overall style 
that obviously pays tribute to hardcore's past, 
but without endlessly going over old ground. 
HAYMAKER update the genre enough so that it 
remains undeniably hardcore, but that it still 
never borders on metal. The songs are actually 
memorable and well constructed, not just a 
collection of fast riffs and breakdowns.

These punks hold the crown as one of 
the first Latvian punk units to emerge from the 
iron curtain of the Soviet Union during the 80's 
and have lasted through the years playing a very 
unique and diverse brand of punk. Lots of 
experimentation is utilized here, from ska, 
psychedelia and classic rock, but all with a hard- 
edged punk foundation. Early DEAD KENNEDYS 
was most probably a strong influence. The lyrics 
are fantastic, drab pictures of cold war life, yet 
with a sometimes humorous approach.

This CD has a lot to offer and it's a shame I'm 
reviewing it under a time restraint, as several 
intense listens are doubtlessly required to gain 
the full benefit of this release. KHANATE are a 
pretty avant-garde bunch, especially considering 
the scene they're generally associated with, 
there are several drone-influenced passages, 
there's a definite feel of improvisation and less 
rigidity to the band. At some points it coi\jures 
the same tangibly disturbing atmosphere as 
Whitehouse manage, only by a bunch of long 
hairs with guitars (especially the closing sections 
of Fields and much of Too Close Enough To 
Touch is near straight up, classic Power 
Electronics). Many of the vocal passages are 
carefully crafted and layered, making them more 
like an individual instrument in the mix, than 
vocals sitting on top of the music. Guitarist 
Steven O'Malley is one of the few people outside 
of the mainstream with a very recognisable 
sound amongst the body of his recent work (in 
both SUNN and KHANATE) there are consistent 
motifs and chord progressions he utilises that 
present an almost instant familiarity in the 
listener. KHANATE'S first CD was incredible, a 
lot of people felt it was just a continuation of 
Burning Witch, though I always said that they 
had more in common than SWANS than the 
average doom band. This time around, the 
SWANS influences are even more prevalent and I 
suspect a lot of the less discerning consumers of 
Southern Lord product will be of the opinion 
that "dude, this sucks." I don't want to play up 
the SWANS similarities too much, but they are 
undeniably there, it also brings to mind later 
period SLINT playing on 11 and NAKED CITY'S 
incredible Leng Tche opus. Memorable and 
genuinely progressive art that has far more 
longevity than most bands I can think of.
